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SOME BRITISH BIBLIOGRAPHIES 


At a Unesco Conference on the improvement of bibliographical services, 
held in Paris in November 1950, one project put forward was that Unesco 
should direct an inquiry ‘into existing comprchensive (international) subject 
bibliographies, covering all countries but limited in the first place to one 
subject or group of subjects’ and it was suggested that these bibliographies, 
where adequate, should be made available internationally. The recommenda- 
tion of this project is an indication of the anxiety that is felt by librarians, 
bibliographers, scholars, research workers and others in many countries, about 
the present state of bibliographical services particularly in specific subject 
fields. Furthermore, the position, internationally, regarding inclusive, current 
and cumulative national bibliographies is not satisfactory, although in Great 
Britain the establishment of the British National Bibliography (see British Book 
News 109, September 1949), now in its second year, has ended a reproach, 
often expressed hitherto, that this country had no such national bibliography. 
It has also provided a stimulus for all other bibliographical work. 

In the brief review of British bibliographies which follows it will be seen 
that, although the position regarding comprehensive national bibliographies 
has now been improved, there still remain many gaps so far as adequate 
subject bibliographies are concerned. Also, a considerable number of im- 
portant bibliographies produced in the past are now out of print thus creating 
difficulties for the scholar and research worker despite the fact that copies can 
be seen in the larger libraries of the country. 

First of all, let us look at bibliographies of bibliographies. The most up-to- 
date work of this kind is Theodore Besterman’s A World Bibliography of 
Bibliographies and of Bibliographical Catalogues, Calendars, Abstracts, Digests, 
Indexes and the like, 3 volumes (1947-9, O.U.P., £14.10s.). This is a second 
edition brought down to 1944-5 and records particulars about some 65,000 
volumes. It is an extremely valuable work but as it only includes separately 
published works, many subjects, and therefore many important biblio- 
graphies which form part of a work or which are included in periodicals, 
have no entry. The arrangement is alphabetical by subjects and there is 
an index giving brief entries for authors, editors, translators, serials and 
anonymous titles. Another useful reference book is the earlier, and now out 
of print, Register of National Bibliography by W. P. Courtney (1905-12, 
Constable). This work is in three volumes, the last volume supplementing 
the first two by listing bibliographies published between 1905 and 1912. It 
is also arranged alphabetically by subjects but, unlike Besterman, it includes 
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some entries for bibliographies given in periodicals and in other books not 
published separately as bibliographies. 

Of the numerous general bibliographies covering books of many nations 
and periods (and catalogues of general libraries come into this class), the 
largest and best-known is the British Museum: Subject Index of the Modern 
Works added to the Library (1881- _, British Museum). Of the fourteen 
volumes published to date the first three, covering 1881-1900, were edited 
by G. K. Fortescue and the work is sometimes known by his name. Supple- 
ments have been published at five-yearly intervals, sometimes in two volumes 
and the latest, published in 1944, covers the works in the Museum published 
in the period 1936-40. As the majority of British books published since 1881 
are entered, as well as a good deal of foreign material, this work is particu- 
larly valuable for reference purposes. It is, however, a subject index only and 
as composite headings are often used, rather than specific subject headings, the 
search for a particular work is sometimes difficult. For older books the useful 
Subject Index of Books published before 1880 in four volumes by R. A. Peddie 
(1933-46, Grafton, 10 to 12 guineas per volume) will be of considerable help. 

One of the largest select, but general, lists of books, although now very 
much out of date for really modern works, is W. S. Sonnenschein’s Best 
Books (3rd edition, 1910-35, Routledge). This is a classified bibliography in 
five volumes with the addition of a separate index of authors, subjects and 
titles. Some of the entries have brief annotations and the books recorded are 
mainly those in the English language. For anonymous works the outstanding 
bibliography is Halkett and Laing’s Dictionary of Anonymous and Pseudonymous 
English Literature, 7 vols. (1926-32, Oliver & Boyd, 252s.). 

There is no space here to deal with the printed catalogues of some of 
Britain’s great libraries, such as the British Museum (Catalogue of Printed 
Books, 108 volumes, 1881-1900, and its successor, now being revised 
throughout, the General Catalogue of Printed Books, 1931- , 44 volumes 
published to date covering A-CRES), the London Library, Edinburgh 
University Library and Glasgow Public Libraries. Catalogues of libraries are, 
of course, bibliographies, and these publications are invaluable, but as they 
list only the holdings of a particular library, they have limitations compared 
with a comprehensive national bibliography. 

Reference has already been made to The British National Bibliography 
(1950- , British National Bibliography, Ltd., annual subscription £20). 
From January 1951 it has been issued in a new form, alterations in size, lay- 
out and content having been introduced after consideration of the replies to 
a questionnaire issued to all subscribers in July 1950. The list is based upon the 
books deposited in the Copyright Office of the British Museum and is 
arranged in classified order according to the Dewey Decimal Classification. 
A new page size has been adopted and, with a different lay-out, about forty 
entries are shown at an opening instead of about seven as in 1950. The weekly 
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list now includes an index of authors and the last issue of each month has a 
cumulated index of authors, titles and subjects for the month. A most im- 
portant new feature, however, is that cumulations of the whole catalogue 
are now published every three, six, nine and twelve months, thus providing 
a quarterly catalogue of British books complete in itself, in systematic subject 
order with an index which ‘will enable the user to find what has been pub- 
lished during the period by an author or on a subject’. 

The most comprehensive British book-trade bibliographies are Whitaker's 
Cumulative Book-list (1924— , Whitaker, annual volume for 1950, 27s.6d.) 
and The English Catalogue of Books (1801- , The Publishers’ Circular Ltd., 
cumulated volume No. 15, 1942-7, £10; 1950 volume in preparation). Both 
of these are based on the weekly lists of new books which appear in The 
Bookseller and The Publishers’ Circular respectively and the monthly cumula- 
tive lists in the last issue of each month of these two periodicals. Whitaker's 
Cumulative Book-list is cumulative throughout the year, issued quarterly and 
then as an annual volume. It contains two sections, the first a broadly classi- 
fied list and the second having the books arranged alphabetically by authors 
and titles. The English Catalogue is an annual cumulation of the entries in 
The Publishers’ Circular, but in this case no quarterly lists are issued. In recent 
years both these trade bibliographies have also been cumulated into volumes 
covering a five-year period. 

The Reference Catalogue of Current Literature (1874- , Whitaker) is an 
index with author and title entries of all British books in print which is now 
published irregularly. The last edition appeared in two volumes in 1940, but 
a new edition is in preparation at the present time. 

This is an appropriate place to mention the more selective, general biblio- 
graphies such as the weekly lists of ‘Books received’ which appear in the 
Times Literary Supplement (1902—_ , The Times Publishing Co., 6d. weekly) 
and the monthly lists in this British Book News. The latter are cumulated in 
an annual volume, and an annual index to the entries in the Times Literary 
Supplement is provided by the publishers. The value of these two lists is 
heightened by the annotations which supplement the entries. 

The national bibliographies such as British National Bibliography, Whitaker’ s 
Cumulative Book-list and The English Catalogue list a considerable number of 
government publications but by no means all of them. A much more com- 
plete bibliography of these items, although not including everything issued 
by government departments, is provided by Government Publications 
Monthly List (1920- , His Majesty’s Stationery Office), and the annual 
Consolidated List of Government Publications (1922—__, H.M.S.O.). These lists 
include parliamentary and non-parliamentary publications issued by His 
Majesty’s Stationery Office and have an index of subjects and names. The 
non-parliamentary publications are arranged by the name of the issuing body 
or department. 








The national bibliographies that we have considered so far may be 
described on the whole as lists of newly published books or books in print, 
although this statement should be qualified by noting that most of them have 
recorded publications over a long period of years, e.g. The English Catalogue 
since 1801. There are, however, a number of important bibliographies, 
including certain British Museum catalogues, covering older books. Notable 
among these are A Short Title Catalogue of Books Printed in England, Scotland 
and Ireland and of English Books Printed Abroad (1475-1640) by A. W. Pollard 
and G. R. Redgrave (1926, The Bibliographical Society, photo-offset reprint, 
1950, 42s.) and its successor by D. Wing entitled Short Title Catalogue of 
Books Printed in England, Scotland, Ireland, Wales and British America and of 
English Books Printed in Other Countries, 1641-1700 (Vol. 1, 1945, The Index 
Society, New York, $15). This work is to be completed in three volumes. 

We should also mention here The Cambridge Bibliography of English 
Literature, edited by F. W. Bateson (1940, Cambridge University Press, 
147s.). It is an important and very helpful reference book which aims at 
recording, in chronological order, particulars of every writer and every book 
with literary interest by British writers, including writers of the Common- 
wealth and Empire, up to the year 1900. Each entry gives details of the first 
publication, some other earlier editions and the more important modern 
editions. In short it is a record of English literature from the earliest times to 
the beginning of this century. The work is in four volumes, the fourth volume 
being an adequate author and subject index which includes title entries for 
anonymous works. 

So far we have dealt with general bibliographies, but as most of them are 
arranged by subjects or are systematically classified, they make important 
contributions to subject bibliography. Bibliographies devoted to special 
subjects are many and varied, ranging from the reasonably exhaustive to the 
very select lists. Unfortunately, a number of them are out of print or out of 
date. In the field of subject bibliography, pamphlet bibliographies play an 
important part. Some of these are mentioned below but for further details 
about them we must refer to Pamphlet Bibliographies by F. Seymour Smith in 
the Reader’s Guides (1949, Cambridge University Press for the National Book 
League, 1s.). Incidentally over thirty Reader's Guides have now been pub- 
lished and, as they contain concise scholarly essays by experts in addition to 
introductory reading lists, they are invaluable. A wide range of subjects has 
already been covered, e.g. English Furniture, The Film, Flower Gardening, 
Photography, Town and Country Planning and Wood Engraving. Another 
wide variety of subjects is covered by the National Book League Book Lists 
(Cambridge University Press, 1s. each) and by the select lists issued by The 
Library Association and its County Libraries Section. The Second Series of 
the National Book League Book Lists includes a useful guide to Reference 
Books by W. A. Munford (1949, Cambridge University Press, 1s.) while 
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another more extensive work of this kind written in narrative form is 
Introduction to Reference Books by A. D. Roberts (1948, The Library Associa- 
tion, 12s.). 

In the field of librarianship, the Library Association has published two 
major bibliographies: A Bibliography of Librarianship by M. Burton and 
M. E. Vosburgh (1934, Library Association, 15s.), now unfortunately out of 
print, and The Year's Work in Librarianship (1928-  , Library Association, 
latest volume 1947, 30s.). The latter is a comprehensive survey, in narrative 
form, of material on all aspects of librarianship, British and foreign. 

PHILOSOPHY AND RELIGION. Comprehensive bibliographies of 
philosophy and religion which are reasonably up to date are scarce. Probably 
the most useful one is the Catalogue of Dr. Williams’s Library (1841-_ ), the 
last part of which was published in 1932 by Heffer, Cambridge. Brief lists 
are provided by Readers’ Guide to Books on Philosophy (1940) and a companion 
one on Religion (1937 Library Association, County Libraries Section, 4d. 
each) and Psyche and Minerva: What to Read in Psychology and Philosophy by 
J. A. Gunn (2nd edition, 1933, Melbourne University Press: Cambridge 
University Press, 2s.). In these particular fields, students will find that the 
excellent bibliographies which supplement the articles in Hastings’s 
Encyclopedia of Religion and Ethics, 13 vols. (1908-26, T. & T. Clark, 35s. 
per volume), of great value for publications up to the beginning of the 
twentieth century. 

SOCIAL SCIENCES. Outstanding in this field is the London Bibliography 
of the Social Sciences (1931-2, 1934, 1937, London School of Economics and 
Political Science), in six volumes including two supplementary volumes 
covering publications issued up to 1936. This bibliography is based on the 
holdings of ten London libraries, including the British Library of Political 
and Economic Science, The Goldsmiths’ Library of Economic Literature, 
and the Library of the Royal Statistical Society and seven other libraries with 
important special collections in this field. The Nuffield College select reading 
lists for colonial studies are excellent, the most recent being Colonial Govern- 
ment (1950, Nuffield College, Oxford: Oxford University Press, 4s.6d.), an 
annotated list including some general and comparative material upon foreign 
empires. Books about Parliament by N. W. Wilding (1946, Hansard Society, 
Is.) contains a brief annotated list of books for the beginner and a fuller list, 
not annotated, for the more advanced reader. The well-known Legal 
Bibliography, issued by the law publishers, Sweet and Maxwell, is contained 
in seven volumes, and cumulative supplements are issued from time to time. 
The latest of these is Legal Bibliography of the British Commonwealth of Nations, 
being the fourth cumulative supplement to the end of 1949 to Sweet and Maxwells 
Legal Bibliography (1950, Sweet and Maxwell, 7s.6d.). A brief list of books 
on law is Where to Look for your Law by R. W. Stevens (roth revised edition, 
1950, Stevens and Sons, ss.), and mention should be made of the Survey of 
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Legal Periodicals held in British Libraries (1949, Institute of Advanced Legal 
Studies, University of London, 7s.) which is a valuable aid to legal biblio- 
graphy as it gives the location of about 460 British and foreign legal perio- 
dicals in over fifty British libraries. Education is not too well served by 
recent separately published bibliographies, the most general being the 
London County Council Education Library Catalogue (1935, London County 
Council) and its first supplement covering additions to the library between 
1935 and 1945, published in 1948. A recent brief list is Readers’ Guide to Books 
on Education (1949, Library Association, County Libraries Section, 4d.). 

SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY. In this large and important field there 
is a vast number of bibliographies, good and indifferent. Space permits us 
only to mention a few of those which are likely to interest the general reader 
rather than those compiled for the research worker and the specialist, 
although we should note the Catalogue of Scientific Papers, 1800-1900 (19 vols., 
1867-1925, The Royal Society) and International Catalogue of Scientific 
Literature, 1901-1920 (14 annual issues, 1902-20, published by The Royal 
Society for the International Council). For other material, including abstracts 
and indexes, for the scientific research worker, we must refer to the biblio- 
graphy, by Dr. A. J. Walford, in The Reference Librarian, edited by J. D. 
Stewart (1951, Grafton, 25s.). The Aslib Select List of Standard British Scientific 
and Technical Books (3rd edition, 1946, Aslib, 5s.) is a helpful brief guide and 
Aslib Booklist (monthly, Aslib, 17s.6d. per annum), contains recommenda- 
tions of recently published scientific and technical books. For older books 
there are Catalogue of British Scientific and Technical Books (3rd edition, 1930, 
British Science Guild, 20s.) and Guide to Technical Literature. Vol. 1, Intro- 
ductory chapters and Engineering by A. D. Roberts (1939, Grafton, 15s.). On 
the history of medicine, there is the famous Bibliotheca Osleriana, by Sir 
William Osler (1929, Oxford University Press, 63s.), while in this field and 
the general field of science, we must note Catalogue of Lewis’s Medical 
Scientific and Technical Lending Library, new edition revised to 31 December 
1949 (1950, H. & K. Lewis, 17s.6d.). Of the many pamphlet bibliographies 
dealing with specific scientific and technical subjects for the general reader 
we can only mention three of the most recent: British Bird Books, compiled 
by R. Irwin (1948, Library Association, County Libraries Section, 1s.), 
Industrial Management in the Second Series of the National Book League lists 
(1950, Cambridge University Press, 1s.) and Furniture and Allied Trades 
(1950, Shoreditch Public Libraries). 

FINE ARTS. There is no comprehensive and up-to-date British biblio- 
graphy of art, but the Annual Bibliography of the History of Art produced by 
the Courtauld Institute of Art, London (1934— ,Cambridge University Press, 
ss. and 7s.6d. per volume) is a work in progress, so far covering the years 
1934 to 1937, which is excellent for publications of that period. The Catalogue 
of Books on Archaeology and Art and Cognate Works (1937, University of 
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London) is also a good general work listing some 10,000 items up to the date 
of publication of the catalogue. The second series of the National Book lists 
contains Art and Art Appreciation, compiled by P. and L. Murray (1950, 
Cambridge University Press, 1s.). For architecture generally, there is nothing 
better than the Catalogue of the Royal Institute of British Architecture Library 
(2 vols., 1937-8, R.LB.A.) which is an author catalogue with classified and 
subject indexes, but now out of print. More up to date, though much smaller, 
is R.I.B.A. Short List of Books on Architecture and Planning (1946, R.LB.A., 
gratis). Bibliographies of books on painting are not numerous but a helpful 
guide, unfortunately now out of print, is E. R. McColvin’s Painting: a Guide 
to the Best Books (1934, Grafton). ‘Out of print’ also applies to Music Libraries, 
by L. R. McColvin and H. Reeves (2 vols., 1937-8, Grafton), a useful work 
listing the literature of music as well as many musical scores. Recent musical 
publications will be found in the good bibliographies provided in Musical 
Year Book, edited by Max Hinrichsen (annually, Hinrichsen, about 15s. per 
volume) and in The Year's Work in Music (annually, Longmans, Green for 
the British Council, 2s.6d.). There are many lists of dramatic literature but 
three call for special mention: The Player’s Library and Bibliography of the 
Theatre (1949, Faber, 30s.) which is a complete catalogue of the Library of 
the British Drama League; British Drama: History and Criticism (1950, 
Cambridge University Press, 1s.) in the National Book League book lists, 
Second Series; and The Theatre of the British Isles, excluding London (1950, The 
Society for Theatre Research, 21s.), compiled by Alfred Loewenberg. 

LITERATURE AND LANGUAGE. This is a field which is probably better 
covered than any other by British bibliographies. Apart from the Cambridge 
Bibliography, reference to which is made above, there are many other impor- 
tant works. The Year's Work in English Studies (annually, Oxford University 
Press for the English Association, about 13s.6d. per volume) is a scholarly 
production listing many articles in periodicals as well as books. The latest 
volume, Number 29, was published in 1950 and covers publications in the 
year 1948. The Annual Bibliography of the English Language and Literature 
(annually, Cambridge University Press, 18s.) issued by the Modern Humani- 
ties Research Association also lists articles in periodicals as well as books. The 
latest volume of The Year’s Work in Classical Studies (1906- _), issued by The 
Classical Association, covers writings of the period 1939-45 (1949, Arrow- 
smith, ros.) and is invaluable for the classical scholar. Over 13,000 items on 
the English language are listed in the monumental work by Arthur G. 
Kennedy, A Bibliography of Writings on the English Language from the Begin- 
nings of Printing to the end of 1922 (1927, Oxford University Press, 105s.), and 
an annual bibliography of modern languages is The Year's Work in Modern 
Language Studies, 1929-30 (in progress, Cambridge University Press, about 
8s.6d. per volume), another product of the Modern Humanities Research 
Association. 








An English Library: an Annotated List of Classics and Standard Books, com- 
piled by F. Seymour Smith (4th edition, 1950, Cambridge University Press 
for the National Book League, 7s.6d.) is a guide to ‘reading and collecting 
of the best in English literature’. It includes some American works, but 
excludes technical and scientific works, children’s books and works by living 
authors. The standard book on fiction is by E. A. Baker and J. Packman, 
Guide to the Best Fiction (3rd edition, 1932, Routledge, 42s.), which lists over 
7,500 works, very well annotated. Sequels, edited by F. M. Gardner (1948, 
Association of Assistant Librarians, 15s.), lists a large number of sequel stories 
in English for adults and children. Many bibliographies of individual British 
writers exist but they are far too numerous to mention here. An exception 
must be made in the case of Shakespeare, who is best represented by A 
Shakespeare Bibliography, by William Jaggard (1911, Shakespeare Press, 
limited issue, 63s.), Shakespeare Bibliography by W. Ebisch and L. L. Shucking 
(1931 and Supplement 1937, Oxford University Press, 21s. and $s. respec- 
tively) and the annual survey of Shakespearian study and production edited 
by Allardyce Nicoll and entitled Shakespeare Survey (1948- , Cambridge 
University Press, 12s.6d. each). 

HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY. The Annual Bulletin of Historical Literature 
(1911- ) is selective and annotated, and includes American and European 
publications as well as those of the British Commonwealth. The latest volume 
in number XXXV, covering publications of the year 1949 (1951, Philip, 
2s.7d.). There are, of course, good bibliographies in the Cambridge Ancient 
and Modern Histories but otherwise the more recent bibliographies only 
cover limited periods. Among these are A Bibliography of Historical Writings 
published in Great Britain and the Empire, 1940-45 (1947, Blackwell, 45s.), a 
select list of books and articles in periodicals covering all aspects of world 
history down to 1939, compiled by L. B. Frewer and supplementing the 
International Bibliography of Historical Sciences (Vols. 1-12, 1930-9, Oxford 
University Press, from 21s. to 45s. per volume), Writings on British History, 
1934-1936, compiled by A. T. Milne for the Royal Historical Society 
(3 vols. only, 1937-40, Cape, 12s.6d. each). Then we must add the excellent 
bibliographies, starting with Sources and Literature of English History, from the 
earliest times to about 1485, by Charles Gross (2nd edition, 1915, Longmans, 
Green), Bibliography of British History: Tudor Period, 1485-1603, edited by 
C. Read (1933, Oxford University Press, 30s.), Bibliography of British History: 
Stuart Period, 1603-1714, edited by G. Davies (1928, Oxford University 
Press, 21s.) and the very recent Bibliography of British History: the Eighteenth 
Century, 1714-1789 (1951, Oxford University Press, 42s.), which, with the 
exception of Gross, were issued under the direction of the American 
Historical Association and the Royal Historical Society of Great Britain. 
Among recently published bibliographies in narrower fields are: A Select 
Bibliography of Italy, compiled by W. O. Hassall (1946, Aslib, 8s.6d.), dealing 
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mainly with British and American publications; Latin America, compiled by 
R. A. Humphreys (1949, Royal Institute of International Affairs, ss.), a selec- 
tive guide to about 900 books in English; and The City of London, compiled 
by Raymond Smith (1951, Cambridge University Press for the National 
Book League, 1s.), prepared as part of the Corporation of London’s 
programme to celebrate the Festival of Britain. 

In the field of biography there is P. M. Riches’s Analytical Bibliography of 
Universal Collective Biography (1934, Library Association, 84s.), H. G. 
Harrison’s A Select Bibliography of English Genealogy, with brief lists for Wales, 
Scotland and Ireland (1937, Phillimore, 7s.6d.) and S. Trehearne Cope’s 
Heraldry, Flags and Seals: a Select Bibliography, with Annotations, covering the 
Period 1920 to 1945 (1948, Aslib, 7s.6d.). 

BOOKS FOR CHILDREN. To conclude this very selective list of British 
bibliographies, we must mention two recent lists of books for children. 
Four to Fourteen: a Library of Books for Children, compiled by Kathleen M. 
Lines for the National Book League (revised edition, 1950, Cambridge 
University Press, 7s.6d.), is a classified and annotated list with an author index 
and Eleven to fifteen: a Basic Booklist of Non-fiction for Secondary School 
Libraries (1950, School Library Association, 2s.6d. and 3s.6d.) is also a classi- 
fied list which is useful for young people generally and not only for school 
libraries.

The long-awaited standard edition of ‘Dewey’, by which so many libraries are 
classified, contains less than half the number of pages in the previous edition. The 
tables, as given in this edition, ‘represent the Editorial Office’s concept of what a 
medium-size general library might need to classify its collection’, and large or highly 
specialized libraries may not find it sufficiently minute. It is, however, designed to 
meet the needs of the greatest number of libraries and for this purpose the tables are 
evenly and broadly expanded. There is more liberal provision of notes on definitions 
and scope, and definite recommendations are made when the possibility of alternative 
numbers arises. At a first glance there appear to be no very drastic alterations of numbers, 
and the main feature of the new edition is that the tables are better balanced. The 
layout of the tables and the index has been improved and the printing as a whole is 
good and clear. Dewey’s simplified spelling has entirely disappeared. (025.4)

SCIENTIFIC AND LEARNED SOCIETIES OF GREAT BRITAIN. 
A Handbook compiled from Official Sources. Allen & Unwin, 30s. 22-2 cm. 
228 pages. Index. 


This extremely useful compilation derives from the Yearbook of Scientific and Learned 
Societies which ceased publication in 1939. Part I deals with the organization of 
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scientific research in Britain, giving names and addresses of the main research estab- 
lishments. Part II gives full details of more than 600 societies in Britain, including the 
objects and publications of the society concerned, the membership subscription, 
meeting times and principal officers. The societies are listed alphabetically, and are 
classified. (062.05)

THE NEWSPAPER PRESS DIRECTORY, i951. Centennial Issue. 
Benn, 42s. 29°4 cm. 604 pages. 

This comprehensive work has been reset and considerably revised. It provides a guide 
to the Newspaper Press of Great Britain, Northern Ireland and Eire, grouped alpha- 
betically by name, by county and by town; a classified index to Periodicals in the 
U.K. and Eire, followed by alphabetical lists of them divided into ‘general and 
specialized’ and ‘trade and technical’; and sections devoted to Directories, Annuals 
and Year Books, to Production Services, and to the Dominion, Colonial and Foreign 
Press. Owing to increases in costs of production, some of the prices have changed 
since this volume went to press. (070.5)

THE RETARDED CHILD. A Guide for Parents and Teachers. Herta Lcewy. 
Staples Press, 10s.6d. 22-2 cm. 160 pages. Diagrams. 
An enlarged edition of an introductory booklet which appeared two years ago under 
the same title. Based on Miss Loewy’s own research and experience of educating 
mentally retarded children, the book stresses the need for developing the child's 
personality, self-confidence and poise through teaching methods which are described 
in some detail. Those include the use of games, stories, plays, music and mime both 
for developing skills and memory, and also as an outlet for the emotions. (136.76) 


PLATO’S CHARMIDES. T. G. Tuckey. Cambridge University Press, 12s.6d. 
22-2 cm. 130 pages. (Cambridge Classical Studies) 
This commentary is the work of a young Cambridge scholar of great promise who 
fell at Cassino in 1944. The Charmides is one of the early Platonic dialogues which are 
concerned with an analysis of the basic virtues and it is appropriate that a young 
Platonist should have devoted himself to a work which examines sophrosyne, the 
peculiar virtue of youth. Emphasizing the necessity of a strictly historical approach 
to the problem of the dialogue, he first gives a clear account of the meanings of the 
terms sophrosyne and arete in pre-Platonic literature. The dialogue, especially the diffi- 
cult section on ‘Knowledge of Knowledge’, is then analysed in detail and the views 
of leading Platonic scholars summarized and criticized. The conclusion reveals that 
Mr. Tuckey’s scholarship was rooted in ‘a passionate desire for social righteousness 
and a determination to seek the truth’. (184) 


HUME: THEORY OF KNOWLEDGE. Edited by D.C. Yalden-Thomson. 
Nelson, 7s.6d. 18-5 cm. 294 pages. (The Nelson Philosophical Texts) 

David Hume (1711-76), one of the most influential of British philosophers, published 

in 1739-40 his Treatise of Human Nature in three volumes, in which he sought to 

formulate a science of man as accurate as any of the natural sciences. After drastic 

revision, the first volume, the Theory of Knowledge, was published as An Enquiry 

concerning Human Understanding. In the present book Professor Yalden-Thomson has 
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included the whole of the Enquiry and important parts of the Treatise, including 
Hume’s explanatory Abstract of it calling attention to his original point of view. 
Hume’s view, that philosophy divorced from life is valueless, is illustrated in the 
editor’s able introduction, which deals with the main points of Hume’s cortentions 
and shows the direction of his philosophical scepticism. This book is to be recom- 
mended to all interested in philosophy. (192)

THE FULNESS OF CHRIST. The Church’s Growth into Catholicity. Being 
a report presented to the Archbishop of Canterbury. D. E. W. Harrison and others. 
S.P.C.K., 6s. 20°9 cm. 99 pages. Paper bound. 

This is the report of a group of Evangelical Churchmen concerning the doctrine of 

the Church, in relation to the historic tensions between Protestants and Catholics. 

The authors, a distinguished company of priests and scholars, have produced a con- 

ception of Christian development which is to be reckoned with by all interested in 

problems of Christian reunion in England, and by all in other countries who are eager 

to understand the many-sidedness of the English theological tradition. (230) 


SOME TENDENCIES IN BRITISH THEOLOGY. From the publication 
of Lux Mundi to the present day. John Kenneth Mozley. S.P.C.K., 10s.6d. 22:2 cm. 
166 pages. Frontispiece. Index. 

This work suffers from the weakness of posthumous works, that it could not be seen 

through the press by its author. A preface and introduction indicate the importance 

of the author as a distinguished Anglican exponent of the English theological tradition. 

The body of the work consists of four essays, the first three of which trace trends in 

English theology from the publication of the essays entitled Lux Mundi down to the 

1930s, while the fourth treats Scottish theology. The work will be of great value and 

interest to the many continental theological schools who are interested in English 
life and thought, but find it hard to grasp our distinctive characteristics and contribu- 

tion in the realm of theology. (230) 


THE CONFLICT OF THE KINGDOMS. Clifford Thomas Chapman. 
Hutchinson, 7s.6d. 19 cm. 144 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Hutchinson's University 
Library) 

This addition to a valuable series deals with the Christian teaching about salvation, 

with special reference to the doctrine of Atonement. The author is Rector of Abinger 

and a Fellow of King’s College, London. The work is treated historically, turning 
from ancient religion to ‘The New Testament Record of the Experience of Knowing 

Christ’. Three other chapters deal with “The Pattern of Experience in the Early 

Church’, ‘Theorizing the Experience’, and ‘The Symbolism of the Message and its 

Significance’. (234) 


STIMULI. R. A. Knox. Sheed & Ward, 10s.6d. 20-3 cm. 158 pages. 


A reprint of about seventy short sermons or meditations first published in the Sunday 
Times. Covering a great deal of ground, the meditations start with some thoughts on 
various feasts of the Church’s year and so on to the lives of certain saints, ending up 
with general topics of everyday life. Monsignor Knox is never dull, he tackles each 
subject with zest and insight, whether he is re-creating the words of the scripture or 
discussing the sin of idleness. (252.02) 
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THE HIGH GREEN HILL. Gerald Vann. Collins, 7s.6d. 19 cm. 172 pages. 


This collection of essays and sermons by the well-known Dominican writer and 
preacher is not primarily apologetic but devotional in character. Fr. Vann writes 
helpfully and at times beautifully, interpreting various aspects of Christian doctrine 
and practice and relating them to the individual soul in its search for God. He deals 
with such subjects as the Trinity, the Religious Vocation, Love of our Neighbour and 
Evil in the World, and shows us in a practical way what man’s response to God is 
meant to be and how we may make this response in order to become fuller human 
beings.

MORALS AND MAN IN THE SOCIAL SCIENCES. J. V. Langmead 
Casserley. Longmans, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 240 pages. Notes. Indexes. 
The author is an Anglican priest who is Lecturer in Sociology in the University 
College of the South-West of England. The first part of the book is based on lectures 
delivered at the Ecumenical Institute, near Geneva, in the summer of 1949, and tackles 
the problems of morals in relation to the social sciences; it is lucid and lively in its 
treatment, relating its affirmations to problems of ‘existentialism’ and ‘logical posi- 
tivism’. The second part deals with man in relation to the social sciences. Impregnated 
with Christian assumptions the work is able to relate them to a field of research in 
which the Christian case has often been ignored. (261) 


THE BAPTIST HANDBOOK, 1951. Carey Kingsgate Press, 12s.6d. 22 cm.

This handbook, edited and published under the direction of the Council of the 
Baptist Union of Great Britain and Ireland, gives full details of the Baptist Union in 
this country, including officers and council of the Union, personal members, depart- 
ments of the Union, proceedings of the Annual Assembly held in London in 1950, a 
list of churches and of ministers in the British Isles. There is also a missionary direc- 
tory. An important and useful guide to the objects, organization and work of the 
Baptist Union.

READINGS FROM WORLD RELIGIONS. Compiled by Selwyn Gurney

religions of the world. Each is prefaced by a succinct introduction and the work aims 

at an objective presentation of the various faiths. The student of Comparative Religion 

will find it a serviceable handbook.

FORM AND SPIRIT. A Study in Religion. J. H. Badley. Routledge & Kegan

This book comes from the late headmaster of Bedales School. It is an attempt to study 
religion, stripped from dogma and Churches, and reduced to types and tendencies 
from which an essence of religion is finally distilled in a concluding chapter entitled 
“These Three’ which are the virtues of faith, hope and love expounded in terms of 
nineteenth-century moralism rather than that of the New Testament. Those who 
share the author’s belief that the ‘spirit’ of religion can be disentangled from all forms 
and expounded as a separate entity will find the book valuable, and even those who 
disagree will find the work lucid, stimulating and provocative. (291) 
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THE UPANISHADS: KATHA, ISA, KENA and MUNDAKA. Trans- 
lated from the Sanskrit, edited and with an introduction by Swami Nikhilananda. 
Phoenix House, 16s. 22-2 cm. 333 pages. Glossary. 

This new translation of some of the classical scriptures of the Hindu faith will be of 

use and service to all students of Comparative Religion. There is a careful introduction 

dealing with the historical background, the metaphysics and the psychology of the 

Upanishads, which is followed by a smooth and readable translation of the texts 

selected. A glossary enables the beginner to master the sometimes technical descrip- 

tions of the spiritual life. The notes and explanations are based on the commentaries of 

Sankaracharya, the great ninth-century philosopher and mystic. (294.1) 


RELIGION IN CHINESE GARMENT. Karl Ludwig Reichelt. Translated 
from the Norwegian by Joseph Tetlic.

The special develop- 
ments of thought in England, in France and in Italy are treated in Parts II-IV. The

Soviet Russia has its own system of imperialism, extended over the republics of 
Central Asia. The contrast is not only in theory—communism versus western 
democracy—but in organization, centralization versus the British policy of decen- 
tralization. Nevertheless, certain problems are common to both. This essay examines 
the government of the British colonial dependencies and the legal system, and takes 
the constitutional development of Ceylon as a special instance. It then examines like- 
wise the Soviet Union under the 1936 constitution, regarding the five republics of 


Central Asia as true colonial dependencies, whose indigenous populations are ruled by 
an alien race.

New Zealand’s economy, though expanding, was dependent 

until the 60s upon Australia, and thereafter to an increasing extent upon the United 

Kingdom. Some conclusions are drawn on the role of banking and public finance 

policy as stabilization forces during fluctuations.

WAR AND CIVILIZATION. Arnold J. Toynbee. Selected by Albert Vann 
Fowler from A Study of History. Oxford University Press, 10s.6d. 22 cm. 177 pages. 
In this volume, issued under the auspices of the Royal Institute of International Affairs, 
Mr. Fowler, selecting from the six volumes published so far of the great work of 
Professor Toynbee, A Study of History, brings together passages which bear on the 
problem of war. Although the author has no facile remedies to propose, he believes 
experience has shown that of the various plans to check War, the most promising is 
that governments should combine to resist aggression and to remove its causes. 
‘Mankind’s past successes in bringing once sovereign independent States into volun- 
tary union with one another are guarantees that we possess the experience and tech- 
nique for achieving the great work of political construction that is now demanded of 
us. We have the ability if we have the will.’ Professor Toynbee is Director of Studies 
at the Royal Institute of International Affairs.

The editor 
contributes an introduction of twenty-four pages before the verbatim report begins.

This book, prepared by members of the Haldane Society, a group of Labour lawyers, 
and edited by the Quain Professor of Jurisprudence in the University of London, 
presents for the first time an overall picture of the need for legal reform. The central 
proposal is the establishment of a Ministry of Justice to exercise a constant supervision 
over the substance and machinery of the law. Most branches of English law are 
reviewed, and chapters are included on the practice and procedure of courts, constitu- 
tional and administrative law, civil liberties, contract and tort, industrial law, law or 
property, leascholds, family law and criminal law. Revenue law and legal education 
are also covered. Striking a balance between the popular and the technical, this book 
should interest both the layman and the lawyer. (347) 


THE MARRIAGE LAW OF ENGLAND. J.C. Amold. Staples Press, 12s.6d. 
22°2 cm. 162 pages. Index. 
Before the Marriage Act 1949, the English law of marriage was contained in some 
thirty-two acts dating from the time of Henry VIII. The new Act has repealed the 
majority of these, and others in part, and consolidates the law on the subject. This is 
a useful guide to the full text of the Act, which is given. There are chapters explaining 
the conception of marriage in English law, the rules governing legitimacy and the 
principles by which foreign marriages and divorce are possible in the English courts. 
The book will be useful to English and foreign lawyers, social workers, and all 
interested in family relationships. (347.6) 


CASES ON MERCANTILE LAW. J. Charlesworth. Stevens & Sons, 21s. 
22°2 cm. 360 pages. Table. Index. 
This case-book could be used by itself or as a useful companion to the author’s 
Principles of Mercantile Law. \t gives extracts from 150 cases illustrating English mer- 
cantile law. Apart from general principles of contract, they include agency, sale of 
goods, negotiable instruments, carriers, insurance, marine insurance, partnership, 
guarantee, bankruptcy, arbitration, bailment, pawn and lien. In each case there is an 
introductory background of fact, then follow extracts from judgments, and finally 
are given notes commenting on the decisions and explaining any difficult point. The 
author is a Doctor of Laws and Recorder of Middlesbrough. (347-7) 


A TREATISE ON THE LAW OF PARTNERSHIP. Lord Lindley. 
11th edition by Henry Salt and Hugh E. Francis. Sweet & Maxwell, 126s. 25°6 cm. 
1,387 pages. Tables. Index. 

The standard treatise on the English law of partnership, the basis of which is the 

Partnership Act 1890. It covers the nature of partnership, the rights and obligations 

of partners as regards non-partners, and of those of the members between themselves, 
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the dissolution and winding up of partnerships, and limited partnerships. This edition, 
the first for fifteen years, deals with new legislation and case-law (which has on the 
whole not been very extensive), and gives a summary of the law relating to medical 
partnerships contained in the National Health Service Acts of 1946 and 1949. The 
editors are barristers-at-law. (347-7)

THE BRITISH POLICE. J. M. Hart. Allen & Unwin, 12s.6d. 22-2 cm. 200 pages. 
Index. (New Town and County Hall Series) 

Up-to-date literature on the police has not been extensive. This scholarly account will 
be useful for a wide range of readers and students; much of it is descriptive but com- 
ment is included. After a general picture of the structure of the police service today, 
there are two historical chapters. There follow chapters on the Metropolitan Police 
Force, policewomen, police recruitment, promotion and training. Then a chapter shows 
the organization of the Scottish police and differences from England. The concluding 
chapter assesses the value, sometimes exaggerated, of local control of the police, and 
the relations between the police and the public are discussed. (352.042) 


CABINET GOVERNMENT. Sir Ivor Jennings. 2nd edition. Cambridge Uni- 

versity Press, 30s. 245 cm. $88 pages. Biographical and bibliographical notes. Index. 
Sir Ivor Jennings, Vice-Chancellor of the University of Ceylon and author of 
Parliament and other important works, has noted in this new edition the various con- 
stitutional changes which have occurred in the United Kingdom since 1936, when the 
book was first published. After an introductory chapter on the British constitution he 
deals in detail with the choice and functions of a prime minister, the formation of a 
government, Treasury control, constitutional monarchy, and the other distinctive 
features of the British Cabinct system. In an appendix he gives a picture of the British 
administrative system as it was in 1948. (354.42)

THIS WAR BUSINESS. Arthur Guy Enock. Bodley Head, 18s. 22°8 cm.

The author here dwells, simply and lucidly, upon the devastating losses in terms of 
material and human life in modern war. He shows how the production of appliances 
for killing and maiming has become the greatest of all industries, and supports his 
statements with a mass of official statistics gathered in several years of research from all 
over the world. The staggering facts and figures are clearly marshalled. (355) 


MILITARY SCIENCE TO-DAY. Donald Portway. 3rd edition. Oxford

This study was first published in 1940. In the present edition the illustrations are 

entirely new, the text has been revised, and two new chapters have been added, dealing 

with radar development and the military use of atomic energy. Modern tactical ideas 

are discussed, as well as mechanization, artillery, signalling, field engineering, land 

mining, fortifications and chemical warfare. (355)

Nine ships of the Royal Navy have borne the name Vanguard, ranging from Eliza- 
bethan times to the present day.

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tells the naval history of Britain through their battles and voyages. It is written with 
scholarship and authority, and contains a detailed reference table that the historian 
will appreciate. The part played by the present Vanguard includes details of her con- 
struction and of her Royal voyage to South Africa in 1947. A most readable book 
as well as an important record.

Welfare Services 
HEALTH VISITING. A Textbook for Health Visitor Students. Margaret 
McEwan. Faber, 18s. 383 pages. 22-2 cm. References. Index. 

This most interesting book, by a former Tutor to the Health Visitor Students, Royal 
College of Nursing, London, includes material for the student, such as advice on 
record keeping, not easily found elsewhere. Part 1 is devoted to the actual work of the 
health visitor, in the home, in clinics and centres, describing methods of health educa- 
tion, and discusses the problems raised by vital statistics. Part 2 gives a full account of 
the health and social welfare services and their administration including legislation. 
References indicate which specialist works the student should consult on such subjects 
as physiology, communicable diseases, infant feeding and child care. To this book the 
student and health visitor of many years’ standing, and indeed the interested layman, 
can well turn for a very readable and informative review of British social welfare 
organization. (362) 


ILLEGITIMATE CHILDREN AND THEIR PARENTS. Edited by 
Lena M. Jeger. National Council for the Unmarried Mother and Her Child, 3s. 18-4 cm.

The main purpose of this book is to help social workers who may be required to 

advise unmarried mothers. It is a clearly written, practical guide on questions such as 

the custody and maintenance of illegitimate children, legitimation, adoption, paternity 
and blood tests, nationality of the illegitimate, inheritance, fostering and boarding out, 

affiliation, legal aid and statutory benefits.

A useful manual by the Headmaster, H.M.S. Conway, giving advice on starting a 

troop, finding a suitable headquarters and equipping it, the care and management of 

various types of craft, and the organization, training and leadership of a troop. There 

are chapters on basic tests in sea scouting, suggestions for “special occasions’, and 

schemes of training for scouters. (369.4) 
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CLUB LEADERSHIP TO-DAY. Basil L. Q. Henriques. Oxford University 
Press, 108.6d. 19 cm. 328 pages. Index. 
Well known for his work as Chairman of the East London Juvenile Court and as 
Warden for thirty-three years of the Bernhard Baron St. George’s Jewish Settlement 
in East London, Basil Henriques has rewritten his book on Club Leadership which 
first appeared in 1933 in order to bring it up to date. The 1944 Education Act imposes 
on Local Authorities in England and Wales the duty of seeing that there is adequate 
provision for the leisure-time occupation of all young cana between fourteen and 
twenty in their areas. This book deals not only with the details of equipment, secre- 
tarial work and club management necessary in Youth Centres and Mixed Clubs, but 
also with the qualifications of character and experience required by their leaders. The 
clubs are shown to be not merely a refuge from the streets for young people, but 
potentially powerful agencies for educating them spiritually, mentally, and physically 
for citizenship.

Part II deals with careers for 
girls, with particulars of the requirements of the various professions. At the end of the 
book is a complete list of Public Secondary Schools for Girls and a list of Preparatory 
Schools.

OLD IRISH AND HIGHLAND DRESS AND THAT OF THE 
ISLE OF MAN. H. F. McClintock, with chapters on Pre-Norman Dress as 
described in early Irish literature by the Rev. Professor F. Shaw, and on Early 
Tartans by J. Telfer Dunbar. 2nd, enlarged edition. Dundalgan Press (Dundalk, 
Eire), 37s.6d. 26 cm. 263 pages. 76 plates (2 in colour). Index. 
This edition of the standard work (1943) on Old Irish and Highland dress contains 
sixty more pages of text and twenty-six new illustrations. Major McClintock studies 
Irish costume as far as the mid seventeenth century and Highland dress (the saffron 
shirt, belted-plaid and kilt) till 1745. His descriptions are based on numerous reproduc- 
tions from original sources, many of them rare early printed books, with full reference 
to every authority quoted. Evidence from illuminated manuscripts (e.g. the famous 
Irish Book of Kells), stone crosses, carvings and tombs is also used. This finely pro- 
duced volume, compiled according to the most modern principles of antiquarian 
research and historical accuracy, is important for students of costume and textiles, and 
indispensable for producers of plays and pageants. It is also available in two separate 
volumes on Old Irish and Scottish dress respectively. (391) 


Woman’s Position in Society 
THE ART OF BEING A WOMAN. Amabel Williams-Ellis. Bodley Head, 
7s.6d. 19 cm. 236 pages. Index. 

A valuable and easily read study of the difficulties of the intelligent woman of today to 
achieve the desirable combination of ‘congenial work and the domestic affections’. 
Mrs. Williams-Ellis is chiefly concerned with married women; she considers what 
measures can be taken to cure the houschold-misery that can atrophy the mind; 
recommends that part-time work should be considered, that women should so 
organize their domestic lives and their housckeeping allowances as to get some free 
time, that they should keep in touch with their former activities, do some sort of 
community service, interest themselves in the arts; and she outlines various methods 
of town planning which would make it easier for them to undertake these things.

current; pronunciation is indicated by a simple phonetic scheme; etymology is given 
at the end of each entry.

This small dictionary, useful for beginners, contains only the more commonly used 
words in the Maori language, each of which has been checked against Williams’s 
Maori Dictionary. Only the more common meanings are given, and only a few com- 
pound words are included. The book comprises Maori-English and English-Maori 
sections, proverbial sayings, and hints on pronunciation. It was first published in New 
Zealand in 1948.

A DICTIONARY OF SCIENCE. E. B. Uvarov. Revised with the assistance 
of D. R. Chapman.

Uniform with A Dictionary of Biology in the same series, this is a revised and up-to-date 

edition of Uvarov’s popular dictionary, containing definitions of terms used in 

mathematics, astronomy, physics and chemistry. The information is given in a clear, 
straightforward manner admirably suited to the needs of the layman and student. 

The inclusion of much new matter, particularly in physics (e.g., radar, radioactive 

isotopes, atomic physics), has necessitated the omission of some material not con-

A self-contained survey of methods for treating many-particle systems, the treatment 

and notation being largely those of Dirac. The book has received the large format and 

careful typography that this notation and other symbolism demand to be legible. 

Mathematical and physical principles are developed equally, with a full exposition 

of such group theory as is relevant to the topic. The largest chapter of the book deals 

in detail with the Dirac vector model. (530.1) 


THE MICROPHYSICAL WORLD. William Wilson. Methuen, ss. 17 cm.

Although this small volume is addressed to intelligent laymen, only those with a 
scientific background will be able to appreciate the short but excellent summary 
which has been provided of the development, during the last 150 years, of knowledge 
concerning the structure and behaviour of the atom and molecule, and of still smaller 
things of the physical world: the electron, proton, neutron, positron, meson and 
neutrino. The book may serve as an introduction to the more serious study of atoms 
and the sub-atomic world.

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HEAT AND THERMODYNAMICS. J. K. Roberts. 4th edition, revised by

physics. In this edition, which has been thoroughly revised up to January 1949 by 

Dr. Miller of the Royal Society Mond Laboratory at Cambridge, England, occasional 

reference is made to work published in 1950. The recommendations of the Inter- 

national Union of Physics and Chemistry, concerning units, symbols and the tem- 
perature scale have been taken into account. In subject-matter the additional material 
refers to the study and discussion of low-temperature, in which field much work has

TEXT-BOOK OF PHARMACEUTICAL CHEMISTRY. A. O. Bentley 
and J. E. Driver. sth edition, revised by J. E. Driver. Oxford University Press, 32s.6d.

Publications) 
The standard class-book for pharmaceutical students in Great Britain and the part of 
the Commonwealth where the British Pharmacopoeia is official. This edition has been 
substantially modified to bring its contents into conformity with the 1948 British 
Pharmacopoeia. The subject-matter covers present examination requirements in 
respect of qualitative and quantitative analysis of medicinal chemicals, together with 
sections on theoretical inorganic and organic chemistry with special reference to 
official substances. These latter sections presuppose a knowledge of general chemistry 
up to intermediate degree standard. A useful reference manual for all engaged in 
pharmaceutical manufacture or analysis. (540) 


METALLURGICAL THERMOCHEMISTRY. O. Kubaschewski and 
E. LI. Evans. Butterworth-Springer, 35s. 22-2 cm. 379 pages. Illustrations. Tables. 
Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. (Metal Physics and Physical Metallurgy) 

There has recently been considerable interest in the application of thermodynamic 

data to the solution of practical metallurgical problems. The present volume sets out 

to provide for both the research worker obtaining fundamental experimental informa- 

tion and the process metallurgist who applies it. A suitable background is given by a 

discussion of the theoretical basis, followed by sections on methods of determining and 

estimating thermochemical data. Then follow tables of the values of thermochemical 
constants for a large number of elements and compounds of possible metallurgical 

importance.

STRUCTURAL INORGANIC CHEMISTRY. A. F. Wells. 2nd edition. 
Oxford University Press, 35s. 25 cm. 298 pages. Illustrations. Tables. Diagrams.

An attempt to collect data from X-ray crystallography and other sources, and to use 

these data as a basis for a systematic study of inorganic chemistry. No attempt is made 

to produce a catalogue of preparations, properties and uses for individual compounds, 
thus the book must be regarded as a supplement to conventional text-books. Clearly 
written, the first part deals with the general concepts of structural inorganic chemistry; 
the second will possibly be used more frequently for reference purposes, as it contains 
both formulae and subject indexes. The system of using symbols for noting references 
becomes unwieldly when several references appear on one page. (546) 
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Meteorology 
CLOUD PHYSICS. Donald William Perrie. University of Toronto Press (Toronto, 
Canada), $4.50. 25-4 cm. 139 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Tables. Glossary. 
Bibliography. 
Mr. Perrie, as a physicist-meteorologist, is well qualified to treat of clouds in all their 
aspects and has produced a satisfying book, with excellent illustrations of thirty 
different cloud forms, an adequate glossary for the general reader and an excellent 
bibliography for the specialist. He deals with classification, cloud formation, rain- 
making experiments, observation and interpretation of forms, and discusses the little- 
known subject of the clouds of the stratosphere. Three charts, bringing together all 
of the characteristics of cloud families and forms, will be most helpful to the beginner 
in identifying the various types. (551-572)

SOCIAL EVOLUTION. V. Gordon Childe. Watts, 10s.6d. 20°8 cm. 192 pages. 
Index. 

Nineteenth-century sociologists such as Spencer, Tylor and Lewis Morgan claimed 
that there was a natural development of human societies comparable to biological 
evolution. Social organization, they held, advanced from stage to stage along a pre- 
ordained line uniform throughout the world. Their teaching was given extraordinary 
importance when Marx and Engels incorporated it in their materialist reading of 
history. Professor Childe has used his exceptionally wide knowledge to examine the 
archaeological evidence and see whether it gives historical support for this doctrine of 
social evolution. He concludes unambiguously that it does not: the results of diffusion 
and other incalculable human factors have prevented any uniform development of 
social forms. Perhaps very many people will already have assumed the old naturalistic 
and mechanical interpretations of history to be discredited, but it is valuable to have 
the evidence against them brought together and clearly stated. ($72) 


KINSHIP AND MARRIAGE AMONG THE NUER. E. E. Evans- 
Pritchard. Oxford University Press, 15s. 22-2 cm. 192 pages. 8 plates. 2 sketches. 
7 tables. Index. 

This completes the study of the Nuer tribe of the lower Anglo-Egyptian Sudan carried 

out before the war, of which the first part, The Nuer, a general account of the tribe 

and their habits, was published in 1940. This later volume is a detailed study of the 

kinship groups, and how these link up with the tribal system. The author is Professor 

of Social Anthropology in the University of Oxford. (572.9624) 


BASUTOLAND MEDICINE MURDER: A Report on the Recent Out- 
break of ‘Diretlo’ Murders in Basutoland. Commonwealth Relations Office. 
H.M. Stationery Office, 3s. 24-5 cm. 110 pages. 5 diagrams. Map. Paper bound. 
(Command Paper 8209) 

After a recurrence of killings in 1947 and 1948, the object of which appeared to be to 

secure human flesh and blood as ingredients for chiefs’ medicine to give power, the 

Government invited a Cambridge anthropologist, Mr. G. I. Jones, to investigate the 

whole matter. His report goes into the tribal and social background of the Basuto, and 

lists details of ninety-three such killings, seventy of which occurred since 1939. The 
present popularity of such ‘power’ medicines is thought to be due to the instability 
amongst minor chiefs due to political changes, and to represent some divergence 

between the administrative system and the local community. (572.9686)

M. Hanks, Jr., and Jane Richardson Hanks. University of Toronto Press (Toronto, 
Canada), $4.00.

A brilliant study of the social, economic, political and religious conditions of the 

Blackfoot Reserve Indians of Alberta, the wealthiest Indian tribe in Canada. The 

authors made their survey during the summers of 1938-41 and collected their data 

from interviews with Indians and agency officials in Alberta, from official documents 

and from further interviews with officials of the Indian Affairs Branch in Ottawa. A 

two million dollar trust fund, administered by agency officials, supplies each resident 

of the Reserve from cradle to grave with shelter, food, medical care, farm implements, 
etc. The Blackfoot Indians thus enjoy social security, but the system cannot protect 
them in work away from the Reserve, or provide the same way of life as the sur- 
rounding whites. They have protection against starvation, but not inner psychological 


security. ($72.97)

BIOLOGY FOR PHARMACEUTICAL STUDENTS AND 
OTHERS. S. Mangham and A. R. Hockley. 2nd edition. Baillidre, 30s. 22-2 cm. 
642 pages. 317 illustrations and diagrams. Index. 
To meet the requirements of the latest (1948) syllabus of the Pharmaceutical Society’s 
Intermediate Examination, and to extend its general utility, the authors have included 
much new matter in this edition. Parasites, Vertebrates and the important physio- 
logical principles have been more fully dealt with, and, to assist the pharmaceutical 
student in his future work, special attention has been given in the botanical section to 
terms found in standard works on pharmacognosy. The ‘comparative’ method in the 
treatment of vertebrata has also been introduced. The semi-diagrammatic illustrations 
are intended to assist the student in his practical work. (574) 


LIFE IN LAKES AND RIVERS. T. T. Macan and E. B. Worthington. 
Collins, 21s. 22 cm. 286 pages. 40 colour, 68 black-and-white plates. Maps. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. (The New Naturalist) 

This volume covers ground not much explored by British workers on Natural 

History. The authors, working at the research station on Lake Windermere, have 

produced a clear, authoritative and, to the naturalist, exciting account of their subject. 

Life in lakes, rivers, small streams, fens and marshes is fully dealt with, emphasis being 

laid on the ecological approach throughout. Freshwater fisheries are considered, and 

so are sewage disposal problems. Besides the excellent general surveys of the whole 
field which this book contains, there is ample good practical advice for the newcomer 
to freshwater biology, made the more valuable by an excellent bibliography, in 
which reference is especially made to general German and American work.

pared under the original author’s direction. The work will be found of the greatest 

value to botanists everywhere, and more especially to many who are forced to use old 
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reference books in which all the modern synonyms may not be included. Besides 
references to innumerable plants by families, genera and species, it contains many 
valuable general articles, definitions and, after the main dictionary, a most useful 
general key based on Engler’s classification. ($82.13) 


WILD ORCHIDS OF BRITAIN. V. S. Summerhayes. Collins, 21s. 22-2 cm. 
383 pages. 61 colour plates. 39 photographs. Maps. Diagrams. Glossary. Index. 
(New Naturalist Series) 

This outstanding volume becomes at once a standard work on its subject. The first 

few chapters consider general aspects of orchids, their morphology, distribution and 

classification, while the remainder consist of detailed descriptions of all the British 
species; there is a good key for identification. The illustrations are outstanding, for 
there are direct colour photographs of almost every species. This fine book, an essential 
addition to any European botanical library, will be of very wide interest, for the 
British orchids contain representatives of groups found right across Europe and Asia, 
as well as a solitary American species.

A most attractive and entertaining account of a long game safari in East Africa by a 

Danish scientific expedition collecting material for the Danish Museum, and other 

museums of Denmark. The title is the native name for the Greater Kudu, a particularly 

attractive antelope which was one of the chief objectives of the author, Chief Game 

Warden of Denmark. Although the main topic is animals, there is a good deal of 

useful comment on native life and British administration. (591.967) 


THE PRINCIPLES OF INSECT PHYSIOLOGY. V. B. Wigglesworth.

Recognized for many years as the standard work on its subject, this book has been 

brought up to date in the light of new knowledge, both fundamental and detailed, 

since 1939. The arrangement is straightforward, dealing with every aspect of insect 
development and anatomy, from the physiological standpoint. The line illustrations 
are clear and accurate and drawn from many sources and there are copious biblio- 
graphical references. No scientific library should be without this new edition of an 
outstanding book.

This practical 
reference book gives tables of food analyses, including foods forming the staple diets, 
suggests diets for use in hospitals and other institutions, and methods to be adopted in 
dietary and nutritional surveys. The results of recent research are lucidly described 
and much valuable information is condensed in the appendices.

throughout this, his last work, the author stresses the importance of the radiologist 
as a member of the research team. The book is beautifully produced and illustrated.

in Position of the Teeth’, by H. A. Lucas on ‘Inflammation and Bacteriology’, and 

by John James on “Dental Sepsis in relation to the General Health and Diseases arising 
from Reflex Irritation’. There are important revisions in the chapters on Fractures of 
the Jaws, Swellings occurring in and about the Jaws, and Cleft Palate, and among the 
additions to the text are notes on penicillin and fluorine. New illustrations have been 
substituted for those out of date.

anaesthetics, and for the surgeon who in an emergency may have to administer the 
anaesthetic, operate and watch the general condition of the patient. The excellent 
presentation is of course supported by an outstanding command of the subject. As a 
result of work by members of the author’s department, certain obscure points in 
spinal anaesthesia are also elucidated in this practical handbook.

RESIDENTIAL REAL ESTATE IN CANADA. O. J. Firestone. University 
of Toronto Press (Toronto, Canada), $4.00. 24-7 cm. $36 pages. Illustrations. Tables.

Sponsored by the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation and written by its 
economic advisor, this book provides historical background material for Canada’s 
housing supply and needs. Covering the period from confederation to the present, it 
concentrates on the years 1921 to 1949. Although basically a technical report, it has 
been divided into four parts for the use of different readers—a summary of the study; 
an appraisal of the economic analysis of housing; tabular data with an assessment of 
their availability; supplementary data dealing with housing statistics before 1921. 
Based on the author’s wide experience in the economics and statistics of housing, this 
book should create a better understanding of Canada’s housing conditions and 
requirements.

PORTRAIT OF S. ALBANS CATHEDRAL. G. H. Cook. Phoenix House, 
15s. 29 cm. 65 pages. 70 photographs. 4 plans. Glossary. (English Cathedrals) 

One of the finest monuments of Norman architecture in England, and formerly the 

church of the premier English Benedictine monastery, with a tower built entirely of 

Roman bricks, St. Albans Cathedral is of great historical and architectural interest. Mr. 


Cook gives an admirable, authoritative account of it, as it was and is now, in this 
handsome book. (720.942) 


Ceramic Sculpture 

GREEK TERRACOTTAS. T. B. L. Webster. Penguin Books, 3s. 18-5 cm. 
35 pages. $4 plates. Bibliographical note. (King Penguin Books) 

A useful description of ancient Greek small statuettes made in terracotta (baked, 

unglazed clay). The author, Professor of Greek at University College, London, 

discusses the purpose, technique and centres of production of these attractive statuettes, 

linking them with the history of Greek sculpture. This volume, containing admirable 


plates and an informative bibliographical note, is published under the auspices of the 
Hellenic Society. (738) 


Drawing 
THE DRAWINGS OF HENRY FUSELI. Nicolas Powell. Faber, 25s. 
28-5 cm. §2 pages. 64 plates. Catalogue of plates. Bibliography. Index. 

This short study of Fuseli’s drawings is a useful addition to the growing corpus of 
literature on the artist. Mr. Powell discusses problems of attribution, draughtsmanship 
and influences, illustrating his theories with reproductions of drawings from English 
collections, three-quarters of which are here reproduced for the first time. His book 
supplements Professor Ganz’s study (noticed in British Book News, May 1951) and is 
valuable for indicating the stylistic and technical elements which distinguish genuine 
Fuseli drawings from false attributions. (741.942) 


88 PICTURES BY FELIKS TOPOLSKI. With an introduction by Harold 
Acton. Methuen, 42s. 29-8 cm. 7 pages of text. 88 plates. (4 in colour) 

A selection of the post-war drawings and paintings by a Polish artist who achieved 

wide recognition during the war for his vivid pictorial records of London life during 

the ‘blitz’ and of the allied armies in three continents. The same gusto and calli- 

graphic virtuosity distinguishes these scenes from India, China, Moscow and London, 
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which are supplemented by portraits of Shaw, Bertrand Russell, Picasso and other 
contemporary figures. Topolski has recently turned his attention to large panoramic 
compositions executed in oils, examples of which (notably “The East, 1949’) are 
reproduced in colour in the present volume. There is no list of plates. (741.942) 


THE DRAWINGS OF FRANCESCO GUARDL. J. Byam Shaw. Faber, 
27s.6d. 28-5 cm. 88 pages. 80 plates. Catalogue of plates. Index. 
Published in the same format as The Drawings of Fuseli, noted above, this is a further 
volume in a new series dealing with drawings by British and foreign artists, prepared 
under the general editorship of Dr. K. T. Parker, Keeper of the Ashmolean Museum, 
Oxford. The Venetian artist Francesco Guardi (1712-93) is celebrated for his exquisite 
vedute (views) of social life, architecture and topography during the last years of the 
Venetian Republic. The author’s text is a notable contribution to Guardi studies (only 
one other work published in Italian by Professor Pallucchini, 1943, has hitherto 
examined Guardi’s drawings) and is written with authority and discernment. The 
Notes to the Plates are fuller than in the Fuseli volume, containing the history, where 
known, of each drawing. (741.945) 


Music 
THE OXFORD COMPANION TO MUSIC. Percy A. Scholes. 8th edition, 
revised and with appendices. Oxford University Press, 42s. 24°5 cm. 1,222 pages. 
Coloured frontispiece. 181 plates. Pronouncing glossary. 
This invaluable encyclopaedia contains biographies of composers and articles on every 
aspect of music including detailed accounts of opera plots. The revisions in this new 
edition are chiefly concerned with improvements on 450 pages in the main text. A 
second appendix has been added giving particulars of ninety musicians absent from 
previous editions—mostly of the younger generation—which includes an excellent 
new set of photographs of nine contemporary British composers and six American. 
Some of the original photographs in the main text, however, are now very much out 
of date—for example those of Bax, the Dolmetsch family, Howells, Richard Strauss 
and Vaughan Williams. (780.3) 


STYLE AND IDEA. Amold Schoenberg. Translated from the German by Dika 
Newlin. Williams & Norgate, 15s. 22 cm. 232 pages. Musical examples. Index. 
A selection of essays carefully selected from the enormous bulk of Schoenberg’s 
lectures of the last forty years. They range from a masterly defence of the works of 
Mahler, an interesting if somewhat provocative chapter on the Progressive tendencies 
of Brahms, to the U.N. Declaration of Human Rights, and the origin of the expression 
*O.K.’—not without acid humour at times. But his greatest contribution lies in the 
chapter ‘Heart and Brain in Music’ and the exposition of the “Twelve Tone System’. 
Whether Schoenberg’s logical elucidation will cause a revolution overnight is doubtful 
but these two chapters alone should help to dispel much of the abysmal ignorance and 
prejudice which exists about this form of composition. (780.4) 


SCHUBERT. Alfred Einstein. Translated from the German by David Ascoli. 

Cassell, 25s. 22-2 cm. 391 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Musical examples. Indexes. 
In this authoritative work one of the greatest music scholars of today gives us an 
objective study of Schubert, written with a deep critical insight and with great 
understanding and affection in a style easy to read and which has been well maintained 
by the translator. Of particular value are the chapters on Schubert’s choral music, 
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operas and part songs. Since Schubert's life was comparatively undramatic and un- 
eventful Dr. Einstein has not treated it separately from the works, but follows 
Schubert’s creative development from year to year within the framework of the 
events of his life. His suggestion that the B minor entr’acte from Rosamunde would be 
suitable as a last movement of the Unfinished Symphony is original, and not as far 
fetched as would seem. The Roman number followed by an Arabic one after each 
work quoted refers to the Collected Edition of Schubert’s works. (780.92) 


The Theatre 


THE OXFORD COMPANION TO THE THEATRE. Edited by 
Phyllis Hartnoll. Oxford University Press, 35s. 243 cm. 900 pages. Bibliography. 
In compiling this encyclopaedia of the theatre in all countries and in all ages the editor 
has made a selection of material most likely to interest the English-speaking reader, 
and the emphasis is, advisedly, on the ‘popular rather than the literary theatre’. Thus, 
melodrama and the music hall are given more space than comedy and tragedy and 
actors take precedence over dramatists. There are articles on the history of the theatre 
in many lands, and on innumerable aspects of theatre architecture, technique and stage- 
production. Some may cavil at the fulsome entries on many archaic theatre terms, 
nevertheless this well-produced volume, with its meticulous attention to dates and 
cross-referencing, will assuredly become an indispensable work of reference for 
students of the theatre. (792.03) 


Ballet 


BALLET. Cecil Beaton. Wingate, 15s. 22°8 cm. 86 pages. Illustrations. 

The author’s reminiscences, lightly written with simplicity and charm, of the ballets 
he has watched, photographed or designed since about 1910. The illustrations include, 

besides some very fine examples of Beaton’s photography, numerous sketches of 
dancers and costume designs; in this pictorial record his work for Frederick Ashton’s 
ballets Apparitions, Les Sirénes and Les Illuminations predominates. (792.8) 


FONTEYN. Impressions of a Ballerina. William Chappell. Rockliff, 21s. 22-2 cm. 
144 pages. 40 photographs. Decorations and sketches in black-and-white by the 
author. Index. 

The author, theatrical designer and one-time dancer with the Sadler’s Wells Ballet, 

writes of his own and Fonteyn’s early days as dancers and tries to isolate and describe 

those personal qualities of greatness in classical style that have given her the place of 
prima ballerina assoluta she holds today. Cecil Beaton’s photographs and the drawings 

by the author are of particular interest. (792.8) 


Moving Picture Production 


FILM MAKING FROM SCRIPT TO SCREEN. Andrew Buchanan. 

New edition. Phoenix House, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 160 pages. 13 illustrations. Bibliography. 
Andrew Buchanan is a film producer and author of several books on the film. The 
present volume (first published in 1937) has been completely revised and rewritten; 
the first part is a course in simplified film production and the second the application 
of the principles laid down in the first part, including, for example, sections on filming 
a village, a factory and other subjects. (792.93) 
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Dancing 
INDIAN DANCING. Ram Gopal and Serozh Dadachanji. Phoenix House, 16s. 
23°5 cm. 120 pages. 94 illustrations. Glossary. Bibliography. Index. 

The text, which is not always very easy to follow, offers a brief introduction, grammar, 
and vocabulary to each of the four classic styles of Indian dance, besides short chapters 
on its mythological history, on eastern and western dance compared, and on the 
twentieth-century renaissance of the art in India and its future. The photographs of 
dancers and sculpture are good, especially a valuable series showing Ram Gopal 
posing the stylized “double-hand gestures’ of the codes of mime in Kathakali and 
Bharata Natyam and demonstrating the facial expressions proper to the nine rasas or 
sentiments. (793.310954) 


Sports and Games 

CHESS FROM MORPHY TO BOTWINNIK. A Century of Chess 
Evolution. Imre KGnig. Bell, 18s.6d. 22-2 cm. 220 pages. Diagrams. 

The author of this book, which deals historically with the development of chess, is 

internationally famous for his knowledge of chess theory. By the aid of over one 

hundred fully annotated games he shows how the great chess masters of the past and 

present have developed the most famous openings. (794.1) 


HOW TO PLAY CRICKET. Learie Constantine. Eyre & Spottiswoode , 10s.6d. 
19 cm. 269 pages. 10 illustrations. 

First published in 1949 as Cricketer’s Cricket, this is a happy blend of reminiscence and 

instruction by one of the best cricketers the West Indies has ever produced. (796.3) 


ASHES TO ASHES. Rex Warner and Lyle Blair. MacGibbon & Kee, 6s. 19 cm. 
128 pages. Frontispiece. 10 tables of scores and scorers. 
Described as ‘A Post-Mortem on the 1950-51 Tests’, in which Australia retained the 
cricket Ashes, this highly original cricket book consists of letters exchanged between 
an English and an Australian enthusiast, neither of whom saw any of the games! The 
letters are amusing, argumentative and intelligent. Their lack of eye-witness quality is 
balanced by the score sheets, and by some interesting tables covering the England- 
Australia series as a whole. (796.3) 


LITERATURE 


THE LIBERAL IMAGINATION. Essays on Literature and Society. Lionel 
Trilling. Secker & Warburg, 15s. 22-5 cm. 320 pages. 
These essays written during the last ten years by a distinguished American critic fall 
into three main groups; the work of individual writers (including Henry James, Mark 
Twain, Kipling, Wordsworth); art and psychology; and the relation of literature to 
politics. The book is given unity by the author’s abiding interest in ‘the ideas of what 
we loosely call liberalism’, the dominant intellectual tradition of the United States. 
Mr. Trilling says that his essays ‘assume the inevitable, intimate, if not always obvious, 
connection between literature and politics’, for “unless we insist that politics is imagina- 
tion and mind, we will learn that imagination and mind are politics, and of a kind we 
will not like.’ (804) 
INSPIRATION AND POETRY. The Rede Lecture, 1951. C. M. Bowra. 
Cambridge University Press, s.6d. 19 cm. 37 pages. Paper bound. 
The Warden of Wadham College, Oxford, with an attractive grace and warmth, 
discusses—with reference to the experience of poets as various as Pindar, Blok, Dante 
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or Shelley—the nature of ‘inspiration’, seeing it as a state of illumination not unlike 
the timeless vision of the mystic. But he is at pains to stress the part that the critical 
intelligence must play ‘as an actual instrument in composition’. (808.1) 


English Poetry 


WILLIAM BLAKE. Kathleen Raine. Longmans, Green for The British Council, 
1s.6d. 21-4 cm. 40 pages. 8 illustrations. Bibliography. Paper bound. (Bibliographical 
Supplements to ‘ British Book News’) 

It would be difficult to find a more illuminating short study of Blake’s imaginative 

world than the essay which prefaces this bibliography. Blake’s Prophetic Books, says 

Kathleen Raine, are ‘anewly-discovered continent in our literature’ to whose meaning 

the new science of psychology has provided a key. In his creation of a new pantheon, 

Blake combined the symbolic imaginative genius of antiquity and the psychological 

insight of modern man. He was also, says Miss Raine, the only English religious artist 

of any significance since the anonymous craftsmen of the Middle Ages. (821.6) 


IMMINENT SUMMER. Nancy Keesing. Lyre Bird Writers (Sydney, Australia), 
$s. 20°9 cm. 40 pages. Frontispiece by Norman Lindsay. 
Most of the twenty-eight short poems in this little volume have appeared in the 
Sydney Bulletin. The young author is able to make appealing poetry from such 
subjects as the detective story, the mind of the engineer, and the Sydney streets washed 
clean from soot during the great coal strike of 1949. Miss Keesing’s verse displays many 
of the best qualitics of modern poetry, while there is a praiseworthy absence of its 
shortcomings. (821.9a) 


English Drama 


SHAKESPEARE OF LONDON. Marchette Chute. Secker & Warburg, 15s. 
2-2 cm. 360 pages. Bibliography. Index. Endpaper map. 

The author is not concerned with Shakespeare as a literary genius that has to be 
explained, but attempts to present Shakespeare as he appeared to his contemporaries. 
The use of only accepted facts and of no evidence later than 1635 results in the emer- 
gence of a very human figure and the disappearance of many Shakespeare legends. 

Although his early life and his final years in Stratford are fully dealt with, his life in 
London forms the centre of interest. He is seen as a busy play wright and considerable 
actor, urbane and practical, more concerned in the fate of his property than that of his 
plays, and held in esteem for his achievement both during his active life and his retire- 
ment. Miss Chute vividly depicts the Elizabethan life in London and Stratford as a 
background to her central figure, and, within the scope she has set herself, has produced 
an admirable book. (822.3) 


THE AGES OF MAN. Shakespeare’s Image of Man and Nature. Arranged 
with an introduction by George Rylands. Heinemann, 8s.6d. 20 cm. 376 pages. 
Notes. Indexes. 

A welcome reprint of one of the very best Shakespeare ‘anthologies’, first published 

in 1939: 689 extracts, mostly short, from the plays and poems, grouped under Youth, 

Manhood and Age, with an illuminating critical introduction. Mr. Rylands is a 

Shakespearian of distinction, and a Lecturer in English Literature in Cambridge 

University. (822.3) 
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AT MY HEART’S CORE. Robertson Davies. Clarke, Irwin (Toronto, Canada), 
$2.00. 20°9 cm. 91 pages. 
Mr. Davies wrote this play to celebrate the centenary of his home city, Peterborough, 
Ontario. It deals with the famous sisters, Mrs. Susanna Moodie, Mrs. Frances Stewart, 
and Mrs. Catherin Parr Trail. The year is 1837, and while their husbands are away in 
pursuit of the rebel, William Lyon McKenzie, they are visited by the devil in disguise, 
who tempts the virtuous trio with a realization of their dearest dreams. A witty, enter- 
taining play that points the difficulties of pioneer days and reflects the culture of the 
period. (822.9c) 


OUR LADY’S TUMBLER. Ronald Duncan. Faber, 8s.6d. 22-8 cm. 60 pages. 


The author of This Way to the Tomb presents a short miracle play in verse, suitable for 
performance in a church or with the minimum of stage properties. Three brothers 
each bring an offering—a rose, a piece of music, a poem—before the statue of Our 
Lady. But it is the gift of a novice that is accepted; Brother Andrew, an aging ex- 
clown, performs his acrobatic tricks in a spirit of unaffected humility. Mr. Duncan 
has successfully caught the spirit of the old miracle plays in contemporary verse which 
is simple and moving. (822.9) 


English Fiction 
RONALD FIRBANK. Jocelyn Brooke. Barker, 6s. 19 cm. 102 pages. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. (English Novelists) 

During a short life Ronald Firbank (1886-1926) produced a dozen novels of which 
The Flower beneath the Foot and Concerning the Eccentricities of Cardinal Pirelli are the 
best known. Mr. Jocelyn Brooke, who claims Valmouth as Firbank’s masterpiece, has 
written a well-balanced study of the novels illustrated by apt quotations from them. 
His account of Firbank’s life contains some additions to the legend of that eccentric 
personality. (823.9) 


BARRIE AND THE KAILYARD SCHOOL. George Blake. Barker, 6s. 
19 cm. 103 pages. Index. (English Novelists) 
The Kailyard School of Scottish novelists, which included Ian Maclaren, S. R. 
Crockett, and J. M. Barrie (1860-1937), arose after the Industrial Revolution had dis- 
possessed the peasant-farmers and reduced them to proletarian living in the slums. The 
aim of these writers was—in spite of the desperate poverty and industrial misery 
prevalent—to popularize a romanticized idea of Scotland. Mr. Blake is not in sym- 
pathy with such an unrealistic attitude, and he further considers—for several of these 
writers were Presbyterian ministers—that the rule of the Kirk had stifled creative 
imagination for two centuries. He has, however, much that is pertinent and thought- 
provoking to say, though Barrie, with his whimsy and dishonest sentimentality, comes 
in for some devastating criticism. (823.91) 


English Essays 

YET AGAIN. Max Beerbohm. Reissue. Heinemann, 10s.6d. 20-4 cm. 342 pages. 
These essays, first published in 1909, are digressions of inimitable grace on such 
subjects as London clubs, the delights of travel, general elections, the effigies of the 
kings and queens of England in Westminster Abbey, the associations of street names. 
A concluding section gives verbal descriptions of well-known paintings. (824.9) 
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FISHER’S GHOST, and Other Essays. L. A. Triebel. Cheshire (Melbourne, 
Australia), 12s.6d. 20°9 cm. 208 pages. 
In these brief essays, all of which have previously reached the public either in print 
or as broadcast talks, the Professor of Modern Languages in the University of Tas- 
mania touches on a wide range of topics, from by-ways of Australian history, and 
the use of language, to the writings of Christina Rossetti, Cervantes, George Herbert, 
Francis Thompson and other notables. His treatment is characterized by warmth and 
a choice of anecdotes both entertaining and apposite. (824.94) 


English Letters 
LETTERS OF HORACE WALPOLE. Selected by W. S. Lewis. Introduc- 
tion by R. W. Ketton-Cremer. Folio Society, 17s.6d. 22-5 cm. 283 pages. 8 portraits. 
Index. 
The wittiest of English letter-writers is well represented in this beautifully produced 
book by seventy-three letters written between 1736 and 1797 and including two 
addressed to Lady Ossory (11 August and 27 September 1778) which have never been 
printed before. Walpole chronicled eighteenth-century English society with a pen 
which was sometimes malicious but always highly entertaining. The two foremost 
living authorities have here collaborated. Mr. Lewis is editor of the great Yale Edition 
of Walpole’s Correspondence. Mr. Ketton-Cremer has written the standard English 
biography. Walpole’s Notes on his own life are included, and there are concise 
explanatory footnotes by Miss M. E. Manisty. (826.6) 


English Miscellany 
SAMUEL BUTLER’S NOTEBOOKS. Selections edited by Geoffrey Keynes 
and Brian Hill. Cape, 12s.6d. 20-5 cm. 327 pages. Index. 

At his death (1902) Samuel Butler, the author of Erewhon and The Way of All Flesh, 
left six large commonplace books into which he had carefully transcribed his witty 
and often revolutionary observations on religion, science, morality, personal rela- 
tions, the family, and the arts. Nearly all of them were shafts levelled against the 
accepted opinions of his day. The editors have collated the extracts from the Note- 
books printed by Festing Jones in 1912 with Butler’s manuscript books and have dis- 
covered that in many cases Jones had made additions and other alterations to the text. 
The present selection also includes previously unpublished material, such as Butler’s 
opinion of Bernard Shaw and of his own sisters. (828.8) 


HAVEN. Elizabeth Bibesco. Foreword by Elizabeth Bowen. Barrie, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 
328 pages. 
Princess Bibesco died during the last war and this book, which contains short stories, 
poems, and the aphorisms for which she was renowned amongst her friends, is in 
effect a memorial volume. The predominant themes are the longing of a well-bred and 
sophisticated woman to be overcome by brutal male strength and the vacuity of 
people whose lives as well as speech consist of clichés. Every page of this book (except, 
perhaps, those containing poems—her weakest form of expression) reveals a sensitive 
and critical intelligence which expresses itself in words that are witty and felicitous.

THE SHIP OF HEAVEN. A Musical Fantasy in Three Acts. Hugh McCrae. 
Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia), 21s. 22-8 cm. 123 pages. 26 illustrations by 
the author. 
Hugh McCrae’s fairy-tale opera, with music by Alfred Hill, was first produced in 
1933 in Sydney. The author has long been known as an artist as well as a poet, and in 
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this attractive volume he shows his ability in both capacities. Written in light and 
witty verse, and enlivened by amusing characters—Cupid, Columbine, Pierrot, Sir 
Gorgeous Gobble, and the rest—the fairy-tale will appeal to many readers, old and 
young. The music of one of the lyrics, ‘Now do the Little Buds’, is supplied.

A LAST SHEAF. Denton Welch. Lehmann, 12s.6d. 20-3 cm. 230 pages. 7 plates. 
A posthumous collection of the work of a very original young writer and artist with 
an acutely sensitive, precise and rather morbid talent. It contains eight chapters of an 
unfinished novel—a study of somewhat neurotic adolescence, semi-autobiographical; 
ten short stories, most of them in a similar vein (several are extremely accomplished); 
a handful of poems, characteristic but of no great merit; and nine reproductions of his 
lusciously grotesque and rather sinister paintings. (828.9) 


French Literature 
MARCEL PROUST. Charlotte Haldane. Barker, 7s.6d. 19°6 cm. 140 pages. 
Frontispiece. Index. (European Novelists) 


It is difficult to write concisely about so complex a figure as Marcel Proust (1871-1922), 
but Mrs. Haldane’s introduction is a sympathetic and well-balanced summary of all 
that it is essential to know. There is not much to tell of the outward life of the man 
who, harassed by neurasthenia and emotional conflicts, became the most influential 
of modern novelists, and attention necessarily falls on the abundant resources of the 
fifteen volumes of A la Recherche du Temps Perdu, the vast work that is at once the 
crown of Proust’s life and labours and a key to the inner man. Mrs. Haldane gives a 
useful synopsis of the novel book by book, and a guide to the characters, investigates 
it as the rich autobiography it is, as a social study and as psychology, and has a final 
word on the ‘message’, Proust’s answer to man’s struggle with all-devouring Time.

Greek Literature 
THE AGAMEMNON OF AESCHYLUS. Translated by Louis MacNeice. 
Faber, 8s.6d. 22:2 cm. 71 pages. 
Of all the works of the Greek genius there is perhaps none which presents to a trans- 
lator problems so baffling as the Agamemnon of Aeschylus, a work of intense poetic 
concentration, yet alien to us in its creed and culture, remote in its archaic man- 
nerisms of style. The accomplishment of such a task had to await the appearance of 
a doctus poeta who combined accuracy of scholarship with high poetical gifts. Mr. 
Louis MacNeice’s is a magnificent translation. Close and accurate, it is at the same time 
a major work of contemporary poetry. This reprint of a book which appeared first 
in 1931 is much to be welcomed. (882) 


Sanskrit Literature 


THE SATAPANCASATKA OF MATRCETA. Sanskrit text, Tibetan 
translation and commentary and Chinese translation. With an introduction, English 
translation and notes. Edited by D. R. Shackleton Bailey. Cambridge University 
Press, 458. 21°5 cm. 249 pages. 4 facsimiles. Indexes. 

The gradual decline of Buddhism in India and its practical extinction in the twelfth 

century A.D. resulted in the loss of some important texts in their original Sanskrit 

versions, although their translations into Tibetan and Chinese were better preserved. 

Among these was previously to be considered Matrceta’s Hymn of 150 Verses. But the 

discovery in 1936 of a complete manuscript of the work, up to then known only in 

mutilated fragments and from Tibetan and Chinese translations, has made a notable 
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addition to the Sanskrit literature of Buddhism. Mr. Shackleton Bailey's edition of 
the original text together with the Tibetan and Chinese translations and with his own 
English version and notes is a fine piece of scholarly work and one of the first fruits 
of the remarkable revival of oriental studies that has taken place in Great Britain since 
the war. (891.2)

PRINCIPLES OF HUMAN GEOGRAPHY. P. Vidal de la Blache. Edited

Vidal de la Blache, who died in 1919, was the founder of the French school of human 
geography. He left no comprehensive work on the subject, and this book (first 
published in translation in 1926) was put together from periodical articles and notes 
by Professor de Martonne in 1921. The greater part of it deals with the geographical 
factors influencing the distribution of population, and with the ‘elements of civiliza- 
tion’, that is, tools and raw materials, means of subsistance, and human dwellings and 
settlements, in their relation to the geographical environment. A good deal of research 
and restatement has taken place since those pages were written; despite this, and its 
fragmentary nature, the book remains a classic, and this reissue will be useful pending 
a revised edition. (or) 


THE HEART OF SCOTLAND. George Blake. 3rd edition, revised. Batsford, 
12s.6d. 22:2 cm. 128 pages. 76 illustrations (coloured frontispiece). Drawings in 
text. 

It is seventeen years since this lively study of Scotland and the Scots first appeared, 

and it may truthfully be said that age has not withered its infinite variety. The author’s 

own foreword to the present edition, which replaces the Introduction written by 

Eric Linklater in 1934, is not the least interesting part of it, and would alone have 

justified this reissue. Those who know the book of old will welcome this revised 

edition of it. To those who did not know it before, this study of the Scottish scene and 
the Scottish character may be of even greater interest now, as a study of a resurgent 

realm, than it would have been at its first appearance. (914.1) 


THE BRITISH COUNTRYSIDE IN COLOUR. Odhams, 18s. 25 cm. 
192 pages. 35 drawings in colour by S. R. Badmin. 157 photographs. Index of 
places. 

Fourteen short, popular descriptions of the main regions of the United Kingdom: 

The Cotswolds, by Robert Bryan; The West Country, by S. P. B. Mais; Lakeland, 

by J. Hubert-Walker; Wales, by Park Browman; The Highlands of Scotland, by 

F. Fraser Darling; Northern Ireland, by Charles Plumb, etc. The photographs are 

interesting but not well reproduced. The book’s most notable feature is Mr. Badmin’s 

water-colours, specially commissioned, which are bright in colouring and meticulously 

faithful in detail.

PHOTOGRAPHER’S GUIDE TO BRITAIN. Focal Press, 7s.6d. 17 cm. 
182 pages. Plates. Maps. Tables. 

Here is something unusual—all that a visiting photographer will want to know about 

our country, from the difficulties of its climate, to how to meet the natives with the 

same hobby as his own. It is illustrated with a series of typical, and excellent photo- 

graphs, to whet the appetite and set a high standard to aim at. (914.2) 
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YORKSHIRE: NORTH RIDING. Oswald Harland. Hale, 15s. 22-2 cm 
398 pages. 49 illustrations. Folding map. Index. (County Books) 
The North Riding of Yorkshire is described with understanding and affection by 
Mr. Harland who, born and bred there, has tramped over most of the area. Refresh- 
ingly, he avoids the vice of copious quotation from earlier topographical writers, and 
relies upon what he has observed and thought out for himself. He takes the reader 
from the coastal strip and the holiday centres of Whitby and Scarborough over the 
North Yorkshire moors, through the Vales of Pickering and York, and up Wensley- 
dale and Swaledale. In the course of these excursions, he reflects sensibly on a number 
of topics, including the merits and demerits of forestry schemes, the trials of small 
farmers in the dales, the claim of York to be the capital of the North, the characteristics 
of the inhabitants of the Riding, and the prospects for the future. This volume takes 
a high place in the series, which tends to vary considerably. (914.2) 


HERE’S ENGLAND. A Highly Informal Guide. Ruth McKenney and Richard 
Bransten. Hart-Davis, 21s. 22-2 cm. 374 pages. Drawing by Osbert Lancaster. 
Endpaper maps. Index. 

This stimulating guide-book by two Americans is dedicated to their ‘tolerant, curious, 

determined, durable and ever-gallant’ fellow countrymen. It begins with information 

and instructions for a closely packed fortnight’s stay in London; this is followed by 
details of seven short journeys which cover England pretty completely from Cornwall 
to the Border. Each section concludes with a classified list of sights with incisive 
comments. The advice and instructions are sensible and comprehensive, and if the 
book is somewhat overburdened with historical detail, American visitors, we are 
told, can absorb this in great masses. The book can be heartily recommended for its 
observation, wit, and patent sincerity. (914.2) 


PORTRAITS OF ISLANDS. Edited by Eileen Molony. Dobson, 9s.6d. 
22°2 cm. 148 pages. 10 illustrations. 
The eleven contributions to this volume are diverse in approach and in style. Some 
are light and pleasant comments on British islands well known as popular resorts; 
others deal in some detail with more restricted themes. James Fisher, for example, 
records carefully the ornithological interest of St. Kilda; Clough Williams-Ellis 
recalls the mission of Father Hughes on St. Tudwal; and Dennis Johnston packs a 
good deal of pointed social comment into his few pages on the Aran Islands. Taken 
together, they bring home to the reader the wealth of interest that British islands can 
afford to the inquiring visitor. (914.2) 


COUNTRY LIFE PICTURE BOOK OF LONDON. Introduction 
by John Codrington. Country Life, 12s. 29-2 cm. 96 pages including 89 plates. 

A brief note outlining the history of London prefaces this superb photographic record 

ranging from the major architectural glories of the capital (Westminster Abbey, the 

Middle Temple, St. Paul’s) and the pageantry of such State occasions as the Trooping 

of the Colour, to the daily life of the ordinary people as it can be witnessed in the 

great parks, the markets and the residential quarters. (914.21) 

SPRINGTIME IN PARIS. Elliot Paul. Cresset Press, 12s.6d. 20-3 cm. 336 pages. 
Map. 

The American author of the fascinating A Narrow Street returns ten years later (1949) 

to the little corner of Paris that he knew and loved so well. The rue de la Huchette 


(on the Left Bank) has changed much and in many ways, but many of the former 
inhabitants are still there, and the little dramas—romantic, humorous or political— 
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are as multitudinous as ever. Told as fiction, based on fact, Mr. Paul's lively narrative, 
if less brilliant and perceptive than its famous successor, nevertheless gives a shrewd 
enough picture of a cross-section of Parisian life in the confused and difficult times of 
the Fourth Republic. (914.436) 


BELGIUM AND LUXEMBOURG. Tudor Edwards. Batsford, 15s. 22-2 cm. 
136 pages. 109 illustrations (coloured frontispiece). 2 sketch maps. Index. 
Mr. Edwards aims at supplementing the popular guide books by revealing the more 
obscure aspects of religious and social revivals. His book, however, is more than a 
supplement; fighting shy of the popular resorts, and giving an occasional glance only 
to the passing landscape, he provides a compact and enlightening guide to Belgian 
cultural achievements, particularly in architecture and painting, set against the 
appropriate social setting. He certainly succeeds in conveying the individuality of 
these two small countries. (914.93) 


THE HUNT FOR THE BURU. Ralph Izzard. Hodder & Stoughton, 15s. 
22°2 cm. 176 pages. 23 illustrations. 


Mr. Izzard was a special correspondent in Delhi when, somewhat precipitately, he 
embarked upon a journey into the hills of northern Assam to investigate a report 
that a great aquatic reptile (the buru), presumed to be a survival from prehistoric 
times, was still to be found in the swamps of an isolated valley. The author and his 
companions succeeded in reaching the valley, but, as many readers would expect, 
found no concrete evidence for the creature’s existence. Mr. Izzard has written an 
account of the trials of the journey and of the primitive tribes encountered which 
maintains the interest to the end—when he was ‘scooped’ by a competitor who had 
never left Shillong. The book, surprisingly, has no map. (915.41) 


THE MAINE WOODS. Henry David Thoreau. Arranged with notes by Dudley 
C. Lunt. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 16s. 21-6 cm. 340 pages. Illustrations. 
A recast of Thoreau’s own account of his three voyages, made roughly a hundred 
years ago, along the rivers and lakes of the woods of Maine. Rearrangement has not 
upset the smooth flow of Thoreau’s writing, and the interest is rather increased in 
this edition. Keen observation, and the ability to set down in lucid, simple prose 
everything he did and saw, make this a minor classic of both travel and natural history, 
while the good footnotes, and the arrangement of certain passages omitted from the 
general narrative in an appendix, add to the usefulness as well as the charm of this 
very pleasant and readable book. (917.41)

I KNEW SARAH BERNHARDT. Suze Rueff. Muller, 18s. 21-6 cm. 240 pages. 
13 plates. Index. 

Suze Rueff knew the great French actress intimately for nearly thirty years, and she 
has tried to present some of the less well known facts about her character and achieve- 
ment. She has been fortunate in possessing much of the correspondence between them, 
mostly dating from 1898 onwards. The book is a tribute to Bernhardt’s personality 
rather than an attempt to analyse her greatness; unpretentious, unaffectedly the work 
of a devotee, it succeeds in its stated purpose, the telling of the Bernhardt story, and 
also manages to convey some hint of the lost magic of the Bernhardt legend for the 
new generations. (92) 
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THE LIFE OF ROBERT BURNS. Catherine Carswell. 2nd edition. Chatto 
& Windus, 16s. 22-2 cm. 484 pages. 8 illustrations. Index. 
First published in 1930, Mrs. Carswell’s biography of the Scottish poet Robert Burns 
(1759-96) is now reissued with four additional illustrations and a note by the author’s 
son, who has altered a few points of detail noted in his mother’s correspondence as 
needing correction. Defending the continued lack of documentation, Mr. Carswell 
maintains that that is provided by the later work of Hecht and Messrs. Snyder and 
De Lancey Ferguson; Catherine Carswell was writing seriously for the common 
reader and so she ‘deliberately chose not to encumber her book with a rebarbative 
scaffolding’. That is well said, especially as her portrait is on the whole justified by 
later research. Few will disagree with John Buchan that this is ‘essentially a just book’, 
and fewer still that it is ‘an extraordinarily able piece of work . . . brilliantly written’.

THE LIFE AND DEATH OF CHOPIN. Casimir Wierzynski. Translated 
from the Polish by Norbert Guterman. Cassell, 21s. 22-2 cm. 434 pages. Portrait 
frontispiece. 18 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

Whilst this book has all the fascination of previous biographies of Chopin, it adds to 

what is already known by giving a full account of the composer’s formative years in 

his native Polish environment, from which he drew his inspiration. Furthermore the 
author has had access to hitherto unpublished letters written to the Countess Delphine 

Potocka. This revealing correspondence brings to light the relationship that existed 

between the composer and his friend and compatriot, herself a musician, to whom he 

writes of his own music and expresses his views on piano technique. Artur Rubinstein, 
one of the most understanding interpreters of Chopin’s music has written a foreword.

MR. CHURCHILL. A Portrait. Philip Guedalla. Pan Books, 2s. 18 cm. 222 pages. 
Paper bound. 


The first edition of this book in 1941 took the story of Mr. Churchill up to that year. 
The author died in 1944, and it has seemed inappropriate, in view of his individual 
style, to ask another writer to add to the narrative. The present volume therefore 
omits the original final chapter (and list of sources) and ends with the natural climax 
of Mr. Churchill’s becoming Prime Minister in 1940. It provides a clear narrative of 
Mr. Churchill’s career, recording his triumphs and disappointments in a long life of 
service. But the man is never hidden behind the statesman in this polished, witty 
portrait which also draws attention to his eminence as an historian and writer. (92) 


WILLIAM CUNNINGHAM: TEACHER AND PRIEST. Audrey 
Cunningham. S.P.C.K., 12s.6d. 22-2 cm. 162 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. 
Index. 

William Cunningham was one of two famous Cambridge historians (F. W. Maitland, 

his friend, the other) who inaugurated new fields of studies, and this work is an im- 

pressive account of how this loyal Anglican priest became the most famous economic 

historian of his time. The work will be of interest to all who are interested in the 

Church of England; they will gain much profit from considering this very British 

scholar and teacher, fit to rank in the race of giants which Cambridge and the Church 

of England have given to the world. (92) 
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OCTAVIA HILL. A Biography. E. Moberley Bell. Reissue. Constable, 8s.6d. 
19 cm. 315 pages. Portrait frontispicce. 7 illustrations. Index. (Constable Lives) 
The story of Octavia Hill (1838-1912), here told simply and sympathetically, is the 
record of her successful struggle to secure better housing for the poorer classes, of her 
emergence as the accepted authority on the subject, and the trainer of voluntary 
and professional workers who have since carried into practice her methods and ideals 
both in the British Isles and in many countries overseas. To her Britain also largely 
owes the founding of the Charity Organization Society, and of the National Trust, the 
society which now safeguards so many beauty spots and buildings of historic impor- 
tance. The book was first published in 1942. (92) 


THE LIFE OF BARON VON HUGEL. Michael de la Bedoyére. Dent, 25s. 
22 cm. 384 pages. 15 illustrations. Index. 
An important full-length biography of von Hiigel (1852-1925) the great Catholic 
religious writer and scholar, who became a British subject during the First World 
War and left an enduring mark on the religious mind of England. The author, editor 
of The Catholic Herald, has been fair and impartial in dealing with his difficult subject. 
The charm, the intricacy, yet the simplicity of the baron’s personality are well brought 
out. With a sympathetic touch the writer emphasizes the force and power of the 
baron’s central catholicity and adherence to the faith into which he was born, despite 
the apparent troubles and conflicts with Authority which his individuality and intellect 
led him into. Though their ways diverged somewhat, the story of von Hiigel is also 
the story of the ‘Modernist’ movement and of Loisy and Tyrell and so of interest to 
all historians of late nineteenth-century European history. (92) 


THE SAVAGE PILGRIMAGE. A Narrative of D. H. Lawrence. Catherine 
Carswell. Secker & Warburg, 12s.6d. 20-3 cm. 320 pages. Index. 
The late Mrs. Carswell’s ‘narrative’ (first published two years after Lawrence’s death, 
in 1932) is the testimony of a friend and gives what is probably the best and most living 
portrait of Lawrence yet attempted. Mrs. Carswell writes unashamedly as the disciple 
of a man who she believed to have been the prophet of a new way of life. She is 
particularly resentful of those of his friends whom she considers to have ‘betrayed’ 
him. She also believed Lawrence to be the greatest writer of his age, though literary 
criticism is only incidental to her book. (92) 


THE ARDENT EXILE. The Life and Times of Thomas D’Arcy McGee. 
Josephine Phelan. Macmillan (Toronto, Canada), $4.00. 20°9 cm. 317 pages. 2 plates. 
2 portraits. 
This story of Thomas D’Arcy McGee, Irish-Canadian statesman, is written in an easy, 
popular, occasionally humorous style, but is obviously based on careful examination 
of original sources. McGee, a member of the ‘Young Ireland’ group involved in the 
rebellion of 1848, escaped to the United States where, asnewspaper publisher, he cham- 
pioned the Irish immigrants. In 1857 he moved to Canada, entered parliament and 
became a loyal member of His Majesty’s government. He used his eloquence against 
the Irish-American Fenians and worked steadily for the confederation of British North 
America. Life in Canada in the 1850s and ’6os, the visit of the Prince of Wales, the 
fiasco of the Fenian raids, and the assassination of McGee in 1868 by Whelan, a mis- 
guided Fenian, form the most vivid chapters. (92) 
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LOUIS PASTEUR: FREE LANCE OF SCIENCE. René J. Dubos. 
Gollancz, 18s. 22-2 cm. 418 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

Dr. Dubos is a pathologist and bacteriologist at the Rockefeller Institute, U.S.A., but 

was born and educated in France. He has made important discoveries in fields opened 

up by Pasteur and is therefore eminently qualified to write this book on the great 

scientist. This is both a biography and a critical estimation of Pasteur’s work, and gives 

an absorbing account of Pasteur in all his many aspects. (92) 


WORLD WITHIN WORLD. Stephen Spender. Hamish Hamilton, 15s. 
22-2 cm. 359 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Index. 
A remarkable autobiographical work by one of the most outstanding poets now 
writing in the contemporary idiom. Within the framework of the world of events 
Mr. Spender has revealed the world of the inner man, analysing with deep seriousness 
and extreme candour the development of his personality, his somewhat tortured 
search to discover both his true nature and the place of the individual in a modern 
society. Extremely sensitive, almost perhaps too receptive, we see him at Oxford 
(where his poetic work was much influenced by W. H. Auden), in pre-Nazi Berlin 
(where he a under the sway of Isherwood), as a young literary lion in London, as 
a Marxist in the Spanish Civil War, in the Fire Service during the London blitz. At 
each stage he touches—and illuminates—the contemporary scene at its most significant 
and vital points. (92) 


STEFAN ZWEIG. A Tribute to his Life and Work. Edited by Hanns Arens. 
Translated from the German by Christobel Fowler. W. H. Allen, 10s.6d. 20-4 cm. 
191 pages. 22 illustrations. 

The most substantial tributes to this Austrian writer who committed suicide in Brazil 

in 1942 are the long survey by the editor, Franz Werfel’s speech delivered at the 

memorial service held at Los Angeles, and the lecture delivered at Berlin University 
in June 1948 by Richard Friedenthal. These are complemented by shorter appreciations 
by other friends. There are also letters to Zweig from Rainer Maria Rilke and Romain 

Rolland. Zweig was one of the best-loved figures of his generation. His case is sympto- 

matic of our times—that of the hunted intellectual, forced to flee from political 

persecution, who dies by his own hand in exile. (92) 


RESTORATION ROGUES. Maurice Petherick. Hollis & Carter, 30s. 22 cm. 
455 pages. 22 plates including portraits. Bibliography. Index. 
Six long essays on Restoration characters: Colonel Blood who attempted to thieve 
the Crown Jewels; Ralph Montagu, British ambassador to France, who brought ruin 
to the Lord Treasurer, the Earl of Danby; the Duchess of Cleveland, mistress of 
Charles II; and three interesting informers, William Bedloe, Thomas Dangerfield, 
and Edward Fitzharris. They all caused a sensation during this period and the lives of 
each impinged on the careers of one or more of the others. These stories of violence 
and intrigue are fascinating and have some importance; unfortunately they are written 
in a pedestrian style. (923.64) 


DON BRADMAN. Philip Lindsay. C. B. FRY. Denzil Batchelor. ‘PLUM’ 
WARNER. Laurence Meynell MAURICE TATE. John Arlott. Phoenix 
House, 4s.6d. each. 19 cm. 64 pages. Illustrations. (Cricketing Lives) 

The idea of the series is excellent; the execution varies. The first two titles are dis- 

appointing. Mr. Lindsay is too much to the fore in his story of Sir Donald Bradman’s 

career but there are some illuminating observations on the great cricketer, mainly in 
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quotations from other writers. Mr. Batchelor pays closer attention to his subject, but 
now and again unduly obtrudes himself, and C. B. Fry remains something of a lay 
figure. Very much better is Mr. Laurence Meynell on Sir Pelham Warner. Here a 
real live human being emerges, supported by just the quantity of statistics without 
which no biography of a leading cricketer would make sense. The chapter on Lords 
Cricket Ground is admirable and apposite. Last, and best, is Mr. John Arlott on 
M. W. Tate. This is a miniature biography of the highest class. If any book can convey 
the sense and feel, almost the smell, of cricket to an unbeliever, this is it. Every word 
tells, and there is not a word too much. (927.963) 


MEMORIES AND PORTRAITS. Ivan Bunin. Translated from the Russian 
by Vera Traill. Lehmann, 12s.6d. 22-2 cm. 205 pages. Frontispiece. 
Ivan Bunin became in 1933 the first Russian writer to be awarded the Nobel Prize for 
Literature. In the present excellently translated volume he has employed his powers of 
characterization in a series of impressions and conversations with the principal literary 
figures of Pre-Revolutionary Moscow and St. Petersburg. There are brilliant, if 
fragmentary, sketches of Leo and Alexey Tolstoy, Chekov, Kropotkin, Gorki and 
Chaliapin. The most fully achieved of these is the intimate and decidedly uncon- 
ventional appreciation of Chekov. Mr. Bunin, who emigrated from Russia in 1920, is 
a vigorous critic not only of the work but also of the conduct of writers during the 
early years of the Revolution. (928.917) 


Medieval Europe 
JUSTINIAN AND HIS AGE. P.N. Ure. Penguin Books, 2s. 18 cm. 262 pages. 
18 illustrations. 5 maps. Index. Paper bound. 

This is a very useful survey of the policy of Justinian (A.D. 27-65), Roman Emperor 
of the East, in his efforts to re-create the old Roman Empire by bringing the dis- 
integrating Western Roman Empire under his rule from Byzantium, and imposing 
unity and order on a reconstituted Empire. Following closely contemporary historians, 
the author recounts the wars that held Persia in check and brought back North Africa 
and Italy to the Roman Empire. Justinian’s efforts to impose unity are seen in the 
organization of his civil service, his insistence on Christian orthodoxy, and in his 
famous codification of Roman Law. The work of the sixth-century writers, the 
achievements of Justinian’s great architects, and the Byzantines’ preservation of the 
great classical inheritance of Greece and Rome, are among other topics dealt with in 
this able little book. (940.1)

WE DEFENDED NORMANDY. Hans Speidel. Translated from the German 
by Ian Colvin. Jenkins, 12s.6d. 22-2 cm. 184 pages. 11 illustrations. Endpaper maps. 
Index. 
Lieut.-General Speidel was Rommel’s Chief of Staff of German Army Group B 
during the Allied invasion of France in 1944 and in this account of his experiences he 
presents a fascinating picture, not only of personalities, but also of a great military 
nation in its final death struggle. His only criticism of the Allies is directed at their 
generalship, and he considers that their assault should have been on a narrow front, a 
view advocated by Montgomery at the time. As far as the Germans are concerned, 
he is particularly critical of Hitler, and he also exposes their incredibly inefficient 
organization. The book is an interesting and valuable contribution to history.

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MOONDROP TO GASCONY. Anne-Marie Walters. Pan Books, 2s. 18 cm. 
244 pages. Map. Paper bound. 
The personal record, modestly told, of a twenty-year-old girl of English-French 
parentage, who was dropped by parachute in southern France during the German 
occupation. She joined the Resistance as a courier and liaison officer with the British, 
and for nine months led a life of continual danger. It is a tribute to the courage of not 
only one young woman but to the French Resistance as a whole. First published 1946.

SOUTHAMPTON. The English Gateway. Bernard Knowles. Hutchinson, 153. 
22-2 cm. 284 pages. 20 illustrations (2 colour plates). Folding map. Index. 
The story of the part played by the Port of Southampton in English military history 
from days long before the Viking invasions to the Second World War. First as a 
fortress-town and then as a sally-port, Southampton has always held a high place as 
Britain’s southern gateway, and its importance culminated in the vital contribution 
to the invasion of Europe. (942) 


Y ORK. John Rodgers. Batsford, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 104 pages. $4 illustrations. 2 drawings 
in text. Map. Bibliography. Index. (British Cities) 

John Rodgers, author and Member of Parliament, traces in a bright, concise and 

informative manner the development of the remarkable city where he was born and 

bred. York, architecturally and historically, is certainly one of the half-dozen most 

interesting places in England to see, and this well-illustrated book is consciously (and 

quite rightly) written to attract the overseas visitor. (942) 


THE CITY OF LONDON. A Record of Destruction and Survival. Archi- 
tectural Press for the Corporation of London, 25s. 24 cm. 341 pages. 207 illustrations. 
72 maps, plans and diagrams. Endpaper map. Index. 

This book, prepared under direction of the Improvements and Town Planning 

Committee of the Corporation of London, tells the story of the City from Roman 

times to the present. The reader can follow its development through the growth of 

the medieval precincts, the Great Fire, Wren’s plans, and the Victorian improvements. 

The damage suffered in the late war is recorded and illustrated with remarkable 

photographs. The proposals for reconstruction prepared for the Corporation by the 

consultants, Dr. C. H. Holden and Professor W. G. Holford, are shown in detail. 

Future possibilities are visualized in a series of drawings by Gordon Cullen. The im- 

portance of this fine volume to all who are interested in the City, whether pro- 

fessionally or otherwise, is at once apparent. It is lavishly illustrated with photographs, 

engravings and maps. A chronological table is included. (942.1) 


AN ENCYCLOPAEDIA OF LONDON. Edited by William Kent. Revised 
edition. Dent, 20s. 19°6 cm. 686 pages. 16 photographs. Bibliography. Index. 
This notable book has been revised and reset throughout to cover the many changes 
which have taken place since its first appearance in 1937, including the damage done 
by German bombs; and the editor has transferred the biographical and the American 
articles to his books on London Worthies and London for Americans. This is not only 
a standard work of reference, but a book fascinating to browse in for its multiplicity 
of information—to take for example: Westminster Abbey, the site of Tyburn or 
Bedlam, L.C.C. expenditure on education, where Keats or Nell Gwynne (or a 
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thousand others) lived, the weight of the hour-hand of Big Ben, the Festival of 
Britain exhibition on the South Bank, the derivation of ‘Soho’, Roman remains, 
present-day restaurants, historic taverns, theatres, or churches, or how the Devil 
appeared in Belle Sauvage Yard. (942.1) 


LONDON’S PRIDE. Some Buildings of Special Interest. Alec Parish and Ivor 
Goddard. Ward, Lock, 7s.6d. 20-3 cm. 94 pages. $7 illustrations. Map. 
Brief notes on fifty-seven buildings of interest from an architectural, literary, or 
historical point of view. The selection, ranging chronologically from the sixteenth 
century to the present day, includes the homes of writers, painters, politicians and such 
famous foreigners as Mazzini and Edgar Allan Poe, and examples of the work of 
Britain’s greatest architects, among them Adam, Nash and Wren. There is a photo- 
graph of each building, and a note on how to get to it, and if, and when, it is open 
to the public. (942.1) 


Russia 
PETER THE GREAT AND THE EMERGENCE OF RUSSIA. 
B. H. Sumner. English Universities Press, 5s. 18 cm. 224 pages. Portrait. Endpaper 
maps. Genealogical table. Bibliography. Index. (Teach Yourself History Library) 
The Warden of All Souls College, Oxford, is a leading authority on Russian history. 
In this brief and scholarly account the emphasis is mainly on Peter’s work in moulding 
Russian society from medievalism to the form of a Western nation that would be a 
power in Europe. The emperor’s life (1682-1725), the fascinating story of a great if 
brutal man, is told with good sense and acumen. Indeed, though presented as a 
popular and general survey, this work should not be neglected by the student for it is 
based on the Russian literature on Peter the Great, including material that has not been 
used in any previous biography in English. (947) 


Asia 
THE CHANGING MAP OF ASIA. A Political Geography. Edited by W. 
Gordon East and O. H. K. Spate. Methuen, 25s. 22-2 cm. 424 pages. 34 maps. Tables. 
Chapter bibliographies. Index. 
The editors and contributors to this important volume provide an effective antidote 
to hasty generalizations about the present political problems in Asia. To the six 
chapters dealing systematically with South West Asia, India and Pakistan, South East 
Asia, The Far East, Soviet Asia, and High Asia, the editors have added a valuable 
introduction, ‘The Asian Background’ and an epilogue. These describe the environ- 
ments in which the diverse conflicts, agrarian and industrial, social and cultural, 
domestic and international must be studied, and indicate the potent, extremely com- 
plex historical influences. There are useful statistical tables and bibliographies, and 
unusual attention has been paid to the maps. (950)

THE WAR HISTORY OF SOUTHERN RHODESIA, 1939-1945. 
Vol. II. J. F. Macdonald. Government of Southern Rhodesia (Salisbury, S. Rhodesia), 
22s.6d. 25 cm. 350 pages. 83 photographs. ro maps. 12 coloured illustrations. Index. 

This history continues the story, begun in the first volume published in 1947, of the 

part played by Southern Rhodesia by land, sea and air in the Second World War.

General 
SELECTED STORIES. Martin Armstrong. Cape, 10s.6d. 19-5 cm. 262 pages. 


The nineteen short stories which compose the present volume demonstrate once more 
Mr. Armstrong’s mastery of this medium. He is a craftsman whose flexible style serves 
the needs of a remarkable variety of themes, ranging from a gruesome tale like The 
Camberwell Beauty to a humorous fantasy such as Presence of Mind. Eight of these 
stories have not appeared in book form before. The others have been selected from 
previously published volumes. 


THE STREET. Dorothy Baker. Wingate, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 224 pages. 


Autobiographical fiction that is not successful as fiction can yet be interesting as 
autobiography. This is the case with Miss Baker’s first novel about the upbringing of 
a small girl who lives with her grandmother in an industrial town near Birmingham. 
The struggles of the family with poverty, the squalor of the street in which they make 
their home an island of comfort and affection, the strains suffered by humble people 
trying to better themselves, the snobberies of small town life and the pains of a sensi- 
tive and alert child growing up in adverse circumstances, are all sincerely experienced 
and described. 


THE WINK. Kem Bennett. Hart-Davis, 10s.6d. 21 cm. 227 pages. 

An Anglican clergyman on holiday in the south of France escapes into a Catholic 
church in order to evade an officious tourist and thereby involves himself in a Roman 
scandal. For, in the church, an effigy of the locality’s patron saint winks at him and the 
event is joyfully hailed in the village as a miracle. The Bishop, however, pronounces 
the so-called miracle to be the work of the devil and the Anglican finds himself in an 
awkward situation. Treated in a suitably light-hearted way the fun—so liable to flag 
in a book of this sort—is maintained to the end. 


THE BRIGAND. Giuseppe Berto. Translated from the Italian by Angus Davidson. 
Secker & Warburg, 9s.6d. 19 cm. 224 pages. 

Giuseppe Berto is known outside Italy for his first novel The Sky is Red, one of the 
best of some notable works of fiction dealing with the impact of the war on that 
country. The subject of the present book is in essence the same—the impression of 
adult reality on the mind of childhood. It concerns the agrarian problem in Calabria, 
showing how a man of strong character and good intentions is made an outlaw by 
society as a result of his attempts to secure justice for the peasants. Written with great 
simplicity and clarity this is the realistic novel at its best and the translation by Angus 
Davidson is excellent. 


STAR QUALITY. Noel Coward. Heinemann, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 296 pages. 

Four of these six stories are about stage and film life. In Ashes of Roses a famous actress 
re-encounters an obscure former lover; A Richer Dust is a scathing account of a British 
film star in Hollywood during the war. Of the non-theatrical stories, Mr. and Mrs. 
Edgehill is a story of patriotism that flourishes despite lack of encouragement, and 
This Time Tomorrow a very amusing account of a woman’s unjustified fears regarding 
air travel. All the stories are wittily observant in the polished style of intimate revue 
and are written with a skill that never fails to find an excellent ‘curtain line’ with 
which to end. 











A FAMILY ROMANCE. Elizabeth Pollet. Lehmann, 10s.6d. 20-4 cm. 256 pages. 
Although this first novel fails to justify entirely the promise of its beginning it is, 
nevertheless, very successful in evoking the atmosphere of New England rural life 
and the mood of youth. The emotional complications of a composer with his invalid 
wife and with his daughter have the bizarre quality of a state of dream, contrasting 
vividly with the normality of a second daughter’s discovery of love and of herself and 
with the simplicity of the family’s attitude to the baby, Paul. The best scenes in the 
book are certainly those in which Paul figures—they are fresh and real and (notwith- 
standing his death) excitingly gay. 


WINGED SEEDS. Katharine Susannah Prichard. Australasian Publishing Co. 

(Sydney, Australia): Cape (London), 12s.6d. 19 cm. 388 pages. 
Several novels by this well-known Australian have reached an international public 
and appeared in translation. The lives of some of the characters of The Roaring Nineties 
and Golden Miles, as well as those of newcomers to the saga are traced in Winged Seeds 
through the later years of the depression of the 1930s to the end of the Second World 
War. Fact and fiction are skilfully blended to convey the force of the ideological 
conflict and the struggle between miner and employer, so pronounced in Kalgoorlie 
and other goldmining towns. 


FESTIVAL AT FARBRIDGE. J. B. Priestley. Heinemann, 15s. 20°3 cm. 
602 pages. 

The Town Council of the industrial town of Farbridge had decided there was no local 
enthusiasm to justify their running a festival as part of the Festival of Britain celebra- 
tions. A course of lively experiences puts three people—‘Commodore’ Tribe, Laura 
Casey and Theodore Jenks—at a loose end, brings them together and makes them 
decide to persuade the leading lights of Farbridge to change their minds. The story 
shows them enlisting help, firing enthusiasm and overcoming opposition to this end. 
There are well over one hundred characters and many exhilarating and humorous 
incidents which Mr. Priestley draws and handles as probably no other author can. The 
book displays a rollicking virtuosity in its rapid kaleidoscope of events. There is no 
forcing of a plot but enough situations to keep the reader on tiptoe to know their out- 
come. This masterly novel in the old story-telling tradition is assured of a wide 
welcome. 


THE FACE OF INNOCENCE. William Sansom. Hogarth Press, 9s.6d. 
19°5 cm. 250 pages. 

A character study rather than a story, this is a leisurely account of a girl who ‘romances’ 
in order to make her personality more ‘interesting’ to herself as well as to others. She 
marries a London business man who, first of all horrified by this habit of his wife’s, 
comes to terms with it by suspending disbelief in her make-believe world and so pre- 
serving the marriage. But the appeal of Mr. Sansom’s book is not so much in this main 
theme as in its incidentals—in the glimpses of London suburban life, the description 
of pleasure resorts in the south of France, in—above all—the criticism of life that is 
implicit in the book as a whole. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 

AN ENGLISH MURDER. Cyril Hare. Faber, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 236 pages. 

A polished prose style, credible characters and wit characterize this neat, if leisurely 
story, set in an historic mansion, where the dying carl entertains a few relatives at 
Christmas; also of the company is a perspicacious forcign professor working on the 
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family archives. The motive behind the deaths that occur in the snowbound house 
hinges upon a certain peculiarity in the English constitution; the historian may pick 
up the clue, others will be agreeably mystified. 


OPENING NIGHT. Ngaio Marsh. Collins, 9s.6d. 19 cm. 256 pages. 

This most talented detective-story writer is thoroughly at home in the world of the 
stage, and her shrewd yet affectionate studies of the denizens of a London theatre— 
with their amours, jealousics and ambitions—are perhaps more enthralling than the 
actual solving of the mystery of the death of one of them on the first night of a high- 
brow play. Inspector Alleyne (and the reader) has a fairly easy time in spotting the 
criminal. 


THE STRANGERS IN THE HOUSE. Georges Simenon. Translated from 

the French by Geoffrey Sainsbury. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 9s.6d. 19 cm. 208 pages. 
M. Simenon is an adept at uncovering the drama that lies hidden in the seemingly 
undramatic. The crime in this story is less interesting than the psychology of the 
characters involved in it. The lawyer who willingly retires from a world that has used 
him harshly and lives like a hermit in his large house until a murder committed in it 
forces him to participate in life again, is a pathetic and memorable figure, one of the 
most striking of the many that M. Simenon has created. 


Reprints 
General 
TENTERHOOKS. LOVE AT SECOND SIGHT. Ada Leverson. Reprints. 
Chapman & Hall, 7s.6d. each. 19°5 cm. 280 : 306 pages. 

These two books continue the story of Bruce and Edith—the ‘little Ortleys’ who 
appeared in Love’s Shadow, one of the earlier volumes in this series of Ada Leverson 
reprints. In Tenterhooks (1912) their marriage—one is not surprised to learn—is being 
strained to breaking point: Bruce has amorous entanglements with a governess and 
an art student and almost clopes to Australia, while Edith meets her marital ideal in 
the person of a widowed barrister. The action of Love at Second Sight (1916) moves 
forward from Edwardian amplitude to the austerities of the 1914-18 war: against a 
background of patriotic fervour and desperate gaiety the Ottleys’ marriage does 
finally dissolve: Bruce goes to America with a Frenchwoman and Edith surrenders 
to her barrister. The books are written with all the grace and sparkle and wit that one 
associates with Ada Leverson’s art. 


HANDLEY CROSS. R. S. Surtees. Folio Society, 31s. 22-7 cm. 679 pages. 
16 illustrations in colour by John Leech. 

The third volume in the Folio Society’s excellent edition of Surtees is his most 
popular and perhaps his best novel, first published in 1843. It is also a very interesting 
piece of English social history. It traces the growth of a village into a fashionable spa 
and the development of a farmer’s pack into the Spa Hunt, under the leadership of the 
immortal Jorrocks. It is a minor work of literature but a very good story, full of 
boisterous vitality, caricature and shrewd observation, rendered in the highly flavoured 
vocabulary of the stable and hunting field. The contemporary drawings, by a famous 
Victorian illustrator, are well reproduced and coloured by hand. 
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WORK SUSPENDED and Other Stories, together with SCOTT-KING’S 
MODERN EUROPE. Evelyn Waugh. Penguin Books, 1s.6d. 18 cm. 248 pages. 
Paper bound. 


This summer Penguin Books have published simultaneously ten volumes by Evelyn 
Waugh—one of the wittiest and most intelligent of English satirists. Work Suspended 
is a collection of short stories, of which Mr. Loveday’s Little Outing is the most accom- 
plished, together with a longer piece from an unfinished novel. Scott-King’s Modern 
Europe is a short novel in which the author gives a light-hearted account of the 
adventures of a middle-aged schoolmaster in an imaginary totalitarian country. The 
two works comprising this volume were first published in 1943 and 1946 respectively.

THE NIGHTINGALE and Other Stories. Leila Berg. Oxford University Press, 
6s. 20-9 cm. 86 pages. Illustrations in colour and black and white by Garry 
Mackenzie. 
A collection of original stories in Hans Andersen vein about such matters as a rabbit 
who paid the penalty of being too conceited, a tiny snail called a periwinkle who was 
made the only happy periwinkle by something he overheard, the adventures of a drop 
of water that helpe d to make a rainbow, alittle girl who learned what pleasures follow 
from the imaginative use of hearing. They are amusingly illustrated and children of 
six to ten should be happily entertained by them. 


FOUR RODE HOME. Primrose Cumming. Dent, 8s.6d. 19°5 cm. 252 pages. 
Line drawings by Maurice Tulloch. Endpaper map. 


Four children set out on a riding holiday across the south of England, from the New 
Forest in Hampshire to Romney Marsh in Kent. In a matter-of-fact way the story 
relates their adventures, the people they encountered, helpful or unhelpful, and the 
problems they met with in caring for the horses, finding accommodation, and making 
their money last. A good solid story for children of eleven to fifteen, it will make a 
particular appeal to those who like horses. 


GINGER. J. Ivester Lloyd. Country Life, 8s.6d. 21-5 cm. 112 pages. 21 illustrations 
by Geoffrey Whittam. 

A lively story for children of 11-15 about a grocer’s errand boy who runs away with 
his faithful friend Mike, a Staffordshire terrier, to save Mike from being destroyed. 
He has an adventurous time fending for them both, learning to sail a yacht and out- 
witting a bullying thief, before he finally obtains the job he wanted. Characters and 
background (mainly the East Anglian coast) are sketched in with a sure touch. The 
sturdy Ginger and his inseparable companions will make a particular appeal, and those 
who have any liking for boats will enjoy the sailing details. 


DREAM PONY. Constance M. White. Country Life, 9s.6d. 21-8 cm. 80 pages. 
18 illustrations by J. S. Goodall. 


A little gipsy girl longs to have a pony of her own and through ker acquaintance with 
a more fortunate but lonely small boy eventually achieves her ambition. This simple, 
enjoyable story for children of 9-12 gains in interest from the brief insight it affords 
into the gipsy way of life. 








Non-Fiction 
THE CARE OF FARM ANIMALS. F. Fraser Darling. 2nd edition. Oxford 
University Press, 3s.6d. 19 cm. 111 pages. Illustrations. (The Story of the Countryside) 
This excellent little book is a “child’s guide’ to animal husbandry. Horses, cattle, sheep, 
pigs and poultry are dealt with in turn, with clear, simple explanations of what to do 
and how to do it throughout the life of each type of animal. Details of feeding, of care 
during sickness, and of rearing young stock are given and the book should be of great 
value in training young people from tcn years upwards. 


THE YOUNG BRAHMS. Sybil Deucher. Faber, 10s.6d. 24-7 cm. 152 pages. 
Musical examples. Black-and-white illustrations by Edward and Stephani Godwin. 
(Great Musicians) 

A simple, if rather sentimental, account in story form of the childhood of Brahms up 

to the age of fifteen. It describes his home life in a Hamburg slum where the father 

tried to exploit the child’s musical talents, his music teachers, his rapid development 
as a pianist and composer, ending with a happy interlude in the country. The musical 
examples are easy enough for children from ten to thirteen to play for themselves.
